to the Grand Secretary. I also took up the Rebekah Charter at the aan = 
place, after trying to get them started. Since I pa learned they wish hing 
reorganize.

Glendale, Lodge, No. 649, of Frazeysburg, could not epee Oat a eter 
and wanted to quit, so I ordered Representative E. S. Gaumer to take up 
the Charter, which he did, and sent all personal property to the Grand 
Secretary. 


On March 28th, 1930, Representative E. S. Ray, acting mde my 
instructions, took up the Charter of Osceola Lodge, No. 895, of Radcliff. 
The Lodge never could be revived, as there are no young men in the place 
and there is nothing to attract any one there, so the Charter and all personal oe 
property was sent in to the Grand Secretary. Their share of the old build- 
ing will not pay their debts. 


CONSOLIDATIONS. 


After all legal steps were taken by all Lodges interested in consolidation, | 
I have to date consolidated the following: 


November 9th, 1929, Grand Secretary Cross assisted me in the con- 
solidation of Leipsic Lodge, No. 536, with Blanchard Lodge, No. 284, of * 
Ottawa. This seemed a foolish thing to do in a town of 1,700 inhabitants, : 
giving up a Lodge and going to a Lodge seven miles away. We had a fine 
meeting of about 200 to witness the sad affair. 


December 13th, 1929, Grand Secretary Cross, H. D. Kensinger and I 
consolidated Kunkle Lodge, No. 821, of Kunkle, with Montpelier Lodge, 
No. 725, of Montpelier. Quite a crowd was out and I hope the First District 
will get started. 


On January 3rd, 1930, with the assistance of Grand Secretary Cross, 
I consolidated Trotwood Lodge, No. 754, of Trotwood, with Oak Lodge, 
No. 265, of New Lebanon. This, I believe, was the right thing to do, as 
the Lodges were situated near each other and Trotwood was in a neighbor- 
hood that was antagonistic to Odd Fellowship. 


My observation of consolidation looks like the old spirit of horse trading, 
“‘each thinking he is getting the better of it.’’ In some cases a Lodge will 
know of another Lodge near them with a good hall and some money and they 
coax them to consolidate with them so they can get the money and property. 
This is all wrong. In almost all cases where Lodges consolidate, it is not 
to advance Odd Fellowship, but to help some one’s pocketbook. I wish 
some legislation might be made to stop it, only where it will help the Order, 
and anyone found advocating a consolidation, unless it will do so, let him 
be tried under Section 172, and expelled.

I believe the Junior Branch will be the salvation of the Order, which 
will give us a training school to teach the boys the principals of the Order, 
thus instilling young blood into the Lodges, the lack of which, means death 
to the Order. 3

On March 29th, I dedicated the new temple for Sereno Lodge, No. 479, 
at Athens, assisted by the Dedicatory Staff of Mahoning Lodge, Warren, 
Ohio, who having driven two hundred miles in autos, were able to give the 
work word-perfect, thesame day. This Staff consists of thirty-five Brothers 
and Sisters, and any Odd Fellow never having seen this impressive ceremony 
as given by our Warren Brothers and Sisters, have certainly missed a rare 
treat. 

I expect to dedicate a temple at Xenia in the near future and I hope all 
that can be present will avail themselves of this opportunity to see and 
hear this fine Ritual of our Order. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 
Field Man. 


I believe that some legislation should be made so that a field man 
could go in any District where there is a weak lodge and stay until he finds 
the cause of this weakness, and by urging the members that have lost 
interest to do their duty and get to work; also to go among the young men of 
that neighborhood and explain the beauty and need of Odd Fellowship, 
almost any lodge could be revived. As it is now, the Grand Master can 
not be at any Lodge more than one day, and the District Deputy Grand 
Master in most cases can not spare the time. I therefore recommend 
that this be considered and worked out, so that we can save many Lodges 
that otherwise will be lost. This field man could be made the organizer 
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for the Junior Degree, and a part of each Charter 1 fee and Ir [n ; a 
fund to help finance the expense. : 


Benefits. 


I believe the time is now at hand, when we must change our laws, in | 
regard to benefits. JI recommend the law be changed so that it be left to — 
each Lodge whether it pays a stipulated benefit or not. Any Lodge that.) 
can afford and wishes to pay benefits can do so, but Lodges that can not, 
nor do not wish to pay benefits, can enact a law whereby no benefits have 
to be paid; but this law is not to be used in any way to keep a Lodge from — 
aiding any worthy Brother who might need assistance. As the law now 
stands Lodges pay not less than $2.00 per week for not less than 
thirteen weeks, whether they have the money or not. ‘This is running 
more than two hundred Lodges behind each year, and causing all this lack 
of interest in so many Lodges. If something like this is not done at once 
we will lose more than one hundred Lodges in the next two years, and more 
than ten thousand members, as men are not going to belong to anything 
that tries to make them do what can not be done.

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REPORT OF DEPUTY GRAND MASTER 
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To the Grand Lodge of Ohio,.1. 0.0, F: 


It is a pleasure, and an honor as well as a duty, to submit to your Honor- 
able Body this advance report of the activities of the Deputy Grand Master’s 
Office, including those of the Revision Committee on By-Laws. 


Before adjournment of the last Grand Lodge Session, at the request of 
the Grand Master, I appointed Past Grands L. H. Becker, of Marietta 
Lodge, No. 67 and E. B. Nicholson, of Harmar Lodge, No. 115 as members 
of the ‘‘Revision Committee on By-Laws’’ and the Grand Lodge confirmed 
the appointments. 


To these Brothers we are much indebted for their valuable services. 
Especially I wish to mention Brother Becker, he has never missed a meet- 
ing of the Committee, always faithful and competent in service, Brother 
Nicholson has been called away from home a good bit. 

At its first meeting on July 13th the Committee organized and set the 
second Saturday in each month at 6:00 P. M. as its regular time of meeting, 
and has met at that time regularly all year, only changing a few dates for 
the convenience of some member. 


I now submit to you the file copy of each By-Law and Amendment 


received and approved by us, with such decisions and rulings as seem to 


be of general interest to the Order, as prescribed by law. These are of the 
more numerous, there being may others of less frequency. 

We have received and reviewed ninety-three sets of By-Laws and 
Amendments, fourteen of which are still pending having been returned for 
correction and not as yet been returned to us. We have approved eighteen 
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complete sets of By-Laws, all except five of which were returned for some 


change. We have approved fifty-eight Amendments, thirteen of which 
were not returned for correction. 

Forty-one Codes and Amendments of Rebekah Lodges passed through 
my hands. Sister Herman has kindly seen to it that nearly all complied 
with her interpretation of the law, so it only remained for me to indorse her 
action. 


I think no manuscript was ever returned the second time. I tried to 
make each decision and explanation as clear as possible, taking pains to cite 
the law supporting my conclusions. Many. manuscripts were so compli- 
cated or so lacking in detail as to be somewhat vague, consequently I have 


written out twelve complete sets, including enacting clauses and forms of 


adoption. In many cases lodges have expressed appreciation. 


Several printed copies of By-Laws have been sent me, and I think I 
shall have something to say on the subject of By-Laws some time later. 
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= iv A Lodge cannot refuse sick benefits to its sick members for a certain 
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DECISION S. 


A Lodge cannot set an age limit for beneficial membership. 
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ae 
es ~ Jength of time or until it gets in better financial circumstances. Thirteen 
Baer weeks at two dollars per week must be paid. 


It is not competent for a Lodge to mark a few places in a printed By-Law 
and send it to the Committee for approval. ; 

A Lodge cannot pay $26.00 or more over a period of eight or ten weeks 
and then stop paying or pay less than two dollars per week prior to the 


expiration of thirteen weeks. 


test Lodge cannot pay nurse hire for a certain number of weeks and then 
stop except it comply strictly with Sec. 80 and 81 of the Constitution. 


There is no such thing as a Lodge Relief Committee, and cannot be 
created by By-Law, if such creation as its name indicates, it is to assume 
any of the duties of the Noble Grand, which duties cannot be delegated to 
any person or persons, except as prescibed by law as to the duties of the 
Vice Grand and Visiting Committee of Lodges having a certain number of 
members. The Noble Grand must allow the first payment of benefits and 


declare the sick Brother off the sick list upon his own visitation. 


The words ‘‘May”’ and ‘‘Not less than’’ render the law valueless. 


. A Lodge cannot by By-Law require members to pay dues Quarterly or 
otherwise except in advance in any amount elected by the member. 


Manner of voting on reinstatement of members should have some 
attention, Sections 215 and 216 seem to be neglected by lodges in compiling | 
By-Laws. 


The majority of By-Laws and Amendments submitted are signed by 
the local committee only, do not show date of adoption and minus the Seal. 


I think an enacting clause should be recommended and some form of 
adoption prescribed. 


It seems that a large majority of By-Laws and Amendments are pre- 
pared by a local By-Law Committee, and many times sent by it to the 
Revision Committee. In view of a seeming inconsistency in Sections 
226 and 231 I think a new section should be added authorizing the local 
By-Law Committee to submit its manuscript to the District Deputy Grand 
Master for his approval, and when such approval is received, present to the 
Lodge for enactment, which should be in the form of a bill and properly 
adopted by a prescribed form, then forwarded to the Committee on Revision 
of By-Laws, the chairman of which Committee should be a Past Grand 
Master. 
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SPECIAL RELIEF. 


On July 19th, 1929, I visited Brother Wesley Six, of Del'Carbo Tete —— 
No. 889, at Carbon Dale. I found him as per the application. JIalsoinvesti- __ 
gated the case of Mrs. Chas. White of the same place, widow of our Brother _ 
White. She is worthy but her father will take care of her and the children. 

The same day I investigated the case of Mrs. Chesser, widow of our 
late Brother R. M. Chesser, at Stewart, she is in need of help and the Lodge 
cannot help her much. 

On July 3lst I received an appeal from Rising Sun Lodge, No. 788, and 
sent it to the Grand Master on August 3rd. 

On January 11th, 1930, the Grand Master reported to me that Batavia 
Lodge, No. 136 had asked for aid on account of a fire, and upon investigation 
it was found that the Lodge could stand the loss without aid from the’Grand 
Lodge and I so reported. ; 

On March 15th I went to Stewart and investigated the appeal of Stewart 
Lodge, No. 753, asking special aid for Addie Biggins, I found the appeal 
does not do justice to the case. I found financial conditions worse than 
stated, also the physical condition of the epileptic daughter much worse 
than could be expressed on paper. 

On April 5th I investigated the appeal of Sardinia Lodge, No. 683, 
asking special relief for Brother A. R. Rickey, 59, of that lodge, and find the 
Brother more worthy than the appeal states, and would recommend same, 4 
I wish to thank Brother J. W. Whitley for his kind assistance in this case. a 

On April 8th I received an application from Harmar Lodge, No. 115, et 
asking for a continuation of the relief of Brother F. M. Hesson of that Lodge. 
I referred the matter to the Grand Master, that being my own Lodge. 

I think there should be some provision that the Committee on the 
State of the Order should be given power to act during recess of Grand 
Lodge in certain cases for special relief, and there should be provision for 
Special Relief Funds other than the Emergency Fund mentioned in Sec. 79 
which I think is not adequate. I know of persons whom I think should have 
had relief nearly a year before Grand Lodge session and seemingly no wey 
to help them, and I think there will be other cases. 


SPECIAL ELECTION. 


On September 4th, 1929, I assisted the Grand Master, at the Home, 
to canvass the votes cast by the Representatives at a special election for 
Grand Secretary owing to the resignation of Brother Crosier at which 
election Brother Chas. T. Cross was elected Grand Secretary. At this time 
I had the privilege to attend with much interest a meeting of the Grand 
Lodge Trustees, and learn some of the arduous tates of that honorable 
Body. 

I have had a number of invitations to attend meetings of various kinds, 
to some I have responded, others were at a long distance across the State 
it being impossible to accept.

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DEATH OF PAST GRAND MASTER J. RUFUS MILES ar wee 


Bro. J. Rufus Miles, Past Grand Master, died at his home in Piqua, — 
on January Ist, after a-long illness. Bro. Miles had been in failing health — 


for several years but his condition did not become critical until a few days 
before his death. ‘ 

Since 1884 he had been a citizen of Piqua, going there to become 
associated in the insurance business in which he was still engaged at the 
time of his passing. In 1900 he established a local agency of his own and 


or m 
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he remained as the head of this business until six years ago when he retired — 


but still continued an active interest in the affairs of the business. 

Mr. Miles was born on March 26, 1852, at Thornville, Ohio, the son of 
James and Sarah Garfield Miles. He anda brother, Warren Miles, operated 
a dry goods store at Mt. Gilead; a number of years later, he was a mail 
clerk on a railroad system in northern Ohio. He was united in marriage on 
June 28, 1888 to Miss Annabelle Lovejoy of Crestline, Ohio. 


He was a member of the Odd Fellows Lodge and for many years before . 


his death was the oldest living Past Grand Master of the Ohio Grand Lodge 
of Odd Fellows. He was also a member of the Masonic Order and the 
Knights Templars. He served as clerk of the city council a number of 
years and was an active member of the First Presbyterian church and the 
Brotherhood of that church, and served at one time as a member of the 
Board of Trustees of the Knoop Children’s Home. 

Surviving are the widow and three children, Miss Ruth Miles, Chidsey 
Miles and Mrs. Raymond Mote. A sister, Mrs. J. H. Jackson resides at 
Marion, Ohio, and two grandchildren also survive. 

Bro. Miles was a member of Mt. Gilead Lodge No. 169 of Mt. Gilead 
and held his membership in this lodge up to the time of his death. 

He was elected Representative to the Grand Lodge of Ohio, from 
District No. 47, in May, 1880, and served from 1880 to 1883, inclusive, on 
the Mileage and Per Diem Committee. He was elected Grand Warden 
in 1885; Deputy Grand Master in 1886, and Grand Master in 1887 and served 
from May, 1887 to May, 1888 as Grand Master. He served'as Grand Rep- 
resentative to the Sovereign Grand Lodge from 1890 to 1893 inclusive. 

He was the oldest living Past Grand Master, at the time of his death, 
and until he was taken ill a few years ago, was active in all the branches 
of Odd Fellowship, and loved the Order and was ready to do his part for the 
betterment of his brothers. 

His funeral was held in the Presbyterian Church on Saturday, January 
4 at 2:00 P. M., under the auspices of the Odd Fellows, the Grand Master 
and Grand Secretary assisting Piqua Lodge, No. 8 in the funeral services, 
of which there was a large number of brothers present. Rev. Geo. Brewer, 
pastor of the church also assisted in the services. Burial was made in 
Forest Hill Cemetery at Piqua, Ohio.

DEATH OF H. D. CHAFFIN, PAST GRAND MASTER AND 
ul PAST GRAND SECRETARY 


Bro. 55 oun be Chaffin, Past Grand Master and Past Grand Secretary, 
_ died at his home in Columbus, on Tuesday morning, January 28th, at the 


: “age of sixty-two years, following an illness of several years. 


Bro. Chaffin was elected Representative to the Grand Lodge of Ohio, 
from District No. 59, in 19138, and served four years, from 1913 to 1917, 
as a valuable member of the Finance Committee. He was elected Grand 
Warden in 1917; Deputy Grand Master 1918, and Grand Master 1919, and 
was installed Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Ohio, at pomronetd, 
in June, 1919, serving as Grand Master one year, until cna 1920. 

Bro. Chaffin was elected Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Ohio, 
in December, 1920, and was installed in that office at the session of the 
Grand Lodge, held in Findlay, June, 1921, filling that office with credit and 
honor until June, 1928.

Grand Lodge, held in Houston, Texas, September 16th to 21st, 1929. 


The session at Houston was one of business and pleasure combined. 
Apparently all had looked forward to a wonderful hospitality of a southern 
city and no one was disappointed. The city of Houston and Odd Fellowship 
of Houston left nothing undone to make all visitors feel their visit to Houston 
was appreciated. The true hospitality and the courtesy of the South was 
in evidence at all times; it seemed to be a mission of every resident to extend 
favors to all visitors. 


The headquarters of The Sovereign Grand Lodge and the Pees 


Militant were at the famous Rice Hotel, while the Association of Rebekah - 


Assemblies were assembled at the San Jacinto Hotel. 

Many of the officials, representatives and visitors arrived early on 
Saturday and were thus permitted to enjoy a pleasure trip to Galveston, 
where they were the guests of the Odd Fellows of that city and were given 
a special fish dinner, after which they were taken to various points of interest 
in and around Galveston.

The great spirit of Odd Fellowship is moving ever onward with 
irresistible force carrying its message of peace, friendship and good will to 
every nation of the earth. From its small beginning, in the short space of 
less than two generations, this Order has become one of the greatest world 
forces for good. Man bathes in the glorious sunlight of its teachings and 
goes forth radiating fraternity, charity, righteousness, tolerance and friend- 
ship. He becomes strong in the fight for all things that make humanity 
better and happier and immortality more desirable. This forces upon our 
minds the thought that the lessons of this Order present truth in its purity. 
Error cannot combat the forces. of prejudice, selfishness, intolerance and 
vice with which we have had to deal, but however loyally supported by 
its votaries dies. Truth alone lives. “The eternal years of God are hers.’

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The Grand Sire, in speaking of the “State of the Orders egal 


In every Jurisdiction there is strong and effective cooperation of the — ‘ 
officers with each other and among the various Grand Bodies, a more active NP 
and better correlated campaign for carrying on the work. Plans have 
been carefully made by these officers and faithfully and actively carried 
out. They realize as never before their strength when working as a unit. 
They now know that by this team-work they can easily accomplish big 
things in a big way. This knowledge has given them cotrage and con- 
fidence in their own power which they are transmitting from one to another 
and to their successors. Many of these large activities have been under-  °« © 
taken and successfully accomplished, such as securing classes of four, five or 
six hundred candidates for degree work at some central meeting, and now 
one Jurisdiction is preparing to give the second and third degrees to a class 
of one thousand at its annual session, and so well are they organized that 
they will not be denied success. Such activities speak well for the future 
of the Order, and such enthusiasm and courage denotes a real awakening 
and the beginning of a great forward movement in Odd Fellowship that will 
carry it far during the next decade. 

The finances of the Order are increasing from year to year. The 
initiations into the Order are not all that we might hope. We desire to 
place the mantle of our Fraternity on the shoulders of every deserving 
man. We must have an ever increasing new membership, for growth is the - 
law of life and to stand still means stagnation. It must be said, however, 
that increase in membership for any short, period of time is not the measure 
of the success or failure of a great world-wide organization such as ours ~ . 
with a membership of more than three millions. The real test of success 
is, are our members realizing the greatness and dignity of the Order, are 
they imbibing, cherishing and practicing the great lessons which it teaches? 

In the measure in which our membership is holding and doing these things, 
we are succeeding or failing. 

We are prone to note with pride that this Order is maintaining nearly 
half the homes for the care of the aged and the young maintained by the 
fraternities of the world. That it is raising and expending for human relief, 
and in paying its members sick and death benefits, more money than all 
other fraternal organizations combined. We are inclined, if not to boast 
of these things, at least, to praise them as one of the great, outstanding 
merits of our Fraternity. We should ponder this well, great and noble as 
these achievements are, this view may be the seed of our undoing. Are 
we leading the world, and even our own membership; to look upon these

The Officers of The Sovereign Grand Lodge submitted their respective 
reports, which contain valuable information for thought, study and con- 
sideration. The reports are printed in detail in the ‘‘Proceedings of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge.’’ We suggest and recommend that all members 
get access to The Sovereign Grand Lodge Journal, a copy of which should 
be in every Lodge room, and read very carefully these reports. 


JUNIOR LODGES. 
The following is an extract from the report of the Grand Sire: 
At the 1928 session, this Grand Body authorized the Grand Sire to 
appoint a committee to prepare a ritual for Junior lodges. The Grand Sire 


appointed Reps. Millan, Jackson, Bowden, Carter, and Grand Chaplain 
Smalley. : 


eth. Grand Siré met with the committee during a portion of its first 


meeting. A general discussion decided that the ritual should consist of 


the necessary ceremonies and one short degree. That the existing law 
should be modified so that the instituting of these lodges would be placed 
under the control of the Grand Lodges. That no attempt would be made 
to force them upon any unwilling Grand Jurisdiction. 


My interest in the matter caused me to keep in fairly close touch with 


- the work of the committee. The able men who compose it have given the 
matter an unusual amount of time, effort and thought. They have selected 


a character around which to build this degree that is historically outstand- 
ing, colorful and which will strongly appeal to and develop the best instincts 
of young men. The ritual is expressed in simple, direct language with a 
subject matter and literary excellence in harmony with the other rituals 
of the Order. 


The changes in the law have been carefully prepared and with these 
changes no attempt is made to force these lodges upon any Jurisdiction 


_ unwilling or unprepared to receive and protect them. It opens a door, 


however, to those Jurisdictions where faithful Odd Fellows are waiting to 
organize ‘the boys into these lodges and instruct them in the duties of fratern- 
ity. It would seem therefore that Representatives from Jurisdictions. 
which may be opposed to attempting this work are not called upon to oppose 


_ its adoption or justified in attempting to force their conclusions upon those 


who are willing and anxious to undertake it. 


‘I regard this as the most useful and progressive legislation now being 
considered by this Body or by the Order in general. There may be those 
who cannot yet see its benefit, but so it was when the Rebekah degree was 
created; time has demonstrated the worth of that degree and no one will 
now deny that its creation was a blessing to the Order. I do not expect 
for the Junior lodge an equal place, but do feel that it will fulfill the desire 
of a large majority of the Order in regard to a matter too long neglected. 


It may be said that the boys are now well cared for, that numerous. 
organizations exist for the purpose of giving them religious, moral, social 
and physical training. I admit all this and yet the Junior lodge will co- 
ordinate with all that is being done for the boy and will add that touch of 
fraternal instruction that is necessary to make a well-rounded, well-formed 
character. In these lodges the young man will be taught something of the 
history of Odd Fellowship, of its successes, its purposes and what it means 
to the world. Here they will be prepared for its greater lessons and through 
this instrumentality brought to the very door of the subordinate lodge. 


_ The effect may not be immediately apparent, time for growth will have to 


be given. But it may be reasonably expected that in the years to come 
these lodges will become most useful recruiting stations for the subordinate 
lodge. That annually thousands of young men already partially trained in 
the life of fraternity will enter into the broader field awaiting them in our 
subordinate bodies. 


I do not wish to be understood as urging action upon this Body without. 
all necessary investigation and consideration. The ritual and the legislation 
is before you. I know it has received the most careful consideration from 
the committee and that it can safely be accepted by you as presenting a well 
considered carefully worked out plan for instituting and conducting these 
lodges. There can be nothing harmful in it. The effects obtained can 
only be helpful. I thereby indulge the hope that after you have given it 
such study and consideration as you feel is necessary it will be unanimously

Statement.—A subordinate lodge in conferring the third degree is using 
a tableaux depicting the characters and scenes of the initiatory, first and 
second degrees and also repeating small parts of the charges of these Seat ees! 


Question.—Is this permissible? 


Answer.—A Subordinate Lodge may use tableaux in the third degree, 
depicting characters and scenes of the initiatory, first and second degrees, 
but no repetition of parts, or charges of other degrees or matters not found 
in the third degree can be added thereto. 


OHIO. 


Statement.—State Line Lodge is situate on the Ohio side of Union City, 
Ohio, on the Indiana side is also an Odd Fellows lodge.

Special Meetings Under Auspices of the Order Sub- 
ordinate bodies, after obtaining a dispensation from the Grand Master or 
Grand Patriarch, as the case may be, may hold special open gatherings of 
the members of the Order and their families, in the name of the Order, and 
under the auspices of a subordinate body on any day of the week. 

‘‘At any such gathering held on Sunday, there shall be nothing on the 
program, and nothing shall be permitted that shall in any manner offend 
against the religious nature of the Sabbath day, and there shall be nothing 


_ done or attempted that will desecrate the day; and all programs given on 


Sunday shall be of a moral and educational character. 

“Before a Grand Master or a Grand Patriarch shall grant a dispensation 
for such a gathering on Sunday, the subordinate body asking therefor shall 
submit to him a copy of the entire program with a statement of the purpose 
of the gathering, and shall satisfy such Grand Officer that the objects and 
purposes of Odd Fellowship will be advanced thereby and that none of its 
laws will be violated at such gatherings. 

‘(A written report of such gathering shall be immediately made by such 
subordinate body to the Grand Officer granting such dispensation.

_ LIFE MEMBERSHIP, PROVIDING THE TERMS AND CONDITIONS 
THEREOF AND AMENDING THE 1925 CODE 
OF GENERAL LAWS. 


Be it enacted by The Sovereign Grand Lodge, That the Code of General 
Laws of 1925 be, and the same is, hereby amended by adding thereto a new 
section as follows: 


‘Section 50114. (1) Life Membership. Any applicant for admission 
into the Order may be received into membership therein as a life member 
on the payment of the fee therefor as hereinafter provided, in addition 
to the payment of the fees for the degrees and one year’s dues in advance. 


‘"(2) Transfer by Members to Life Membership. Any member of the 
Order may become a life member therein by making application to his 
subordinate lodge and paying the fee and dues prescribed for such member- 
ship. Upon the payment of such fees to said subordinate lodge and the 
payments of one year’s dues in advance the Noble Grand of said lodge shall 
approve said application, and the Secretary shall forward the same under 
seal of the lodge to the Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of such Juris- 
diction, together with the membership fee, and thereupon a life membership 
card, secured from the Grand Secretary of The Sovereign Grand Lodge as 
hereinafter provided, showing said applicant to be a life member of the Order, 
shall be forwarded by the Grand Secretary of such Jurisdiction to the Secre- 
tary of said subordinate lodge, and shall be by him duly delivered to the 

said applicant. 


**(3) Fee. The minimum fee for such life membership shall be an 
amount sufficient to produce, if invested at 3 per cent, an annual income 
equal to the dues then charged by the subordinate lodge (or other body) 
through which such life membership is being acquired; when the member’s 
age is 18 to 41 years, inclusive; 314 per cent when the age is between 41 years 
and 50 years, inclusive; 4 per cent when the age is between 51 and 60 years, 
inclusive; 444 per cent when the age is between 61 and 70 years, inclusive, 
and 5 per cent when the age exceeds 70 years. 

‘Provided, that any such lodge or other bodies may provide for a fee in 
excess of the minimum herein prescribed. 


‘*(4) Remittance of Funds. Upon an applicant becoming a life member 
of the Order the said sum advanced for one year’s dues shall become the 
property of the subordinate body wherein said applicant belongs; the mem- 
bership fee having been remitted, as hereinbefore provided, to the Grand 
Secretary of the Grand Lodge, or Scribe, Clerk or Secretary of associate 
body as the case may be, and shall be at once turned over to the Treasurer 
of such body so receiving it, and shall be by that officer invested at the best 
rate of interest obtainable on daily balance until invested as hereinafter 
provided, and shall become a part of the Life Membership Fund. 

‘((5) On January 1 of each year such Treasurer shall remit to the sub- 
ordinate to which said life member belongs, the amount of income from 
said fee. The remittance shall be based upon the average rate of interest 
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received from the Life Membership Fund by the Grand Body during Fe 
period for which the remittance is made. 

‘‘(6) Investment of Funds. Each Grand Body shall provide for a board _ 
of three Trustees who shall have charge of the investment of the Life Mem- 
bership Fund. Said funds shall be invested only in government, state, b 
provincial or municipal bonds or other public securities or in first mortgage 
real estate loans up to 60 per cent valuation. Said investments shall be 
made on requisitions regularly drawn by said Trustees on the Grand Treas- 
urer having charge of said funds and shall be cleared in regular course — 
through the office of the respective Grand Secretary, Scribe, etc. 

‘“(7) Disposition of Fee on Death of Member. On the death of a life 
member the life membership fee paid by him shall be transferred from the 
Life Membership Fund to a Home Endowment or General Relief Fund, as. 
may have been provided for by said Grand Body, or to the subordinate 
lodge of said member if so specified in his application. 

‘“(8) Transfer of Membership. Life members may transfer their mem- 
bership in the same manner as in other cases; in which case the proper 
officer of the subordinate to which transfer is made shall at once notify, 
under the seal, the Grand Secretary (or corresponding officer) of the Grand 
Body having custody of the membership fee, having jurisdiction of said 
member. Thereafter the proper officer of said Grand Body shall remit to 
the subordinate with which said member has become affiliated, whether in 
the same or in another Jurisdiction, the income from the life membership 
fee of such member, which shall be accepted in full payment for the annual 
dues of such member. Said fee shall remain in the hands of the Grand ~- 
Jurisdiction wherein same originated. If a subordinate body to which said 
member belongs shall cease to exist the status of such life member shall 
be the same as all other members who were in good standing in said lodge 
at the time of the surrender of forfeiture of said charter. 

‘“(9) Report of Expulsion or Suspension. On the expulsion or suspension 
of a life member due notice shall be at once transmitted by the subordinate 
body to the Grand Body having jurisdiction, and by the latter transmitted 
to the Grand Secretary of The Sovereign Grand Lodge by whom such 
publicity shall be given as that officer shall deem advisable. 

‘(10) Forfeiture of Membership Cards. On the expulsion of a life 
member, the life membership fee he has paid shall be disposed of as in the 
case of the death of said member. The card of said life member shall be 
void and shall be obtained, if possible, by the subordinate lodge and trans- 
mitted to the proper officer of the Grand Body, and by him forwarded to the 
Grand Secretary of The Sovereign Grand Lodge. If said expelled member. 
shall later be readmitted the card shall be returned to him and his member- 
ship fee shall be transferred back to the Life Membership Fund from which 
it was taken. When a member is suspended for cause the card shall be 
obtained, if possible, by the subordinate lodge to which such member be- 
longed and shall be retained by the proper officer thereof until the end of 
such suspension period, when it shall be returned to said hfe member. An 
expelled or suspended member cannot thereafter be readmitted to active 
membership unless the life membership card has been surrendered by him 
as provided in this section. : 

‘(11) Issuance of Cards. Life membership cards shall be issued by 
the Grand Secretary of The Sovereign Grand Lodge on the proper request. 
from the proper officer of the Grand Lodge having jurisdiction over the 
subordinate through which membership has been secured. The proper fee 
and required data must accompany the application for such card. Same 
shall be numbered consecutively as issued from the office of the Grand 
Secretary of The Sovereign Grand Lodge, shall contain the words ‘Life 
Membership Card’ and the figures for the current year, and shall show the 
full name, date of becoming a life member, the name, number and location 
of the subordinate to which such member belonged at the time of the issuance 
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of such life membership card, and the date, name, number and location for 
any subordinate lodge to which such member may transfer; a permanent 


record thereof being entered at the office of the Secretaty of The Sovereign 
Grand Lodge. The serial number used for a life member’s card, for a sub- 


_ ordinate lodge, shall be preceded by the letter S; if for an encampment, 


by the letter E; if for a Rebekah lodge, by the letter R; and if for a canton, 
by the letter C. The numbers for the various branches shall start with 
the figure1l. Thereafter such cards shall be issued annually to said member. 
The serial numbers so used shall never again be used in the issuance of a 
card except for annual renewals and in case of the issuance of a duplicate 
card, which shall show on its face that it is such a duplicate. A duplicate 
card shall be an exact copy of the original, except the original signatures 
shall be printed thereon, with an endorsement by the officers issuing such 
duplicate card. Cards shall be furnished by The Sovereign: Grand Lodge 
and shall be distributed in so far as applicable in conformity with the laws 
governing the issuing of other cards and jewels. Life membership cards 
shall be issued in such form as The Sovereign Grand Lodge or its proper 
committee may, from time to time, direct. 

‘*(12) Life Membership in Subordinates Under Immediate Jurisdiction 
of The Sovereign Grand Lodge. Life membership shall be permitted in 
such subordinates under the immediate jurisdiction of The Sovereign Grand 
Lodge. The fee shall be the minimum prescribed in this act unless 


‘any such subordinate shall determine upon a different fee in excess thereof. 


The Grand Treasurer of The Sovereign Grand Lodge shall be the custodian 
of the membership fees paid by applicants for life membership under the 
immediate jurisdiction of The Sovereign Grand Lodge. The Grand Secre- 
tary and the Grand Treasurer of The Sovereign Grand Lodge are hereby 
charged with the same responsibilities as provided in this act for Trustees. 
On the death of a life member of a subordinate under the immediate juris- 
diction of The Sovereign Grand Lodge, the funds shall go into the General 
Relief Fund of The Sovereign Grand Lodge or to the subordinate lodge of 
said member if so specified in his application. 

‘*(18) Life Membership in All Branches of the Order. All the pro- 
visions of this Bill shall be held also to apply to membership in the Encamp- 
ment branch, Rebekah degree and the Patriarchs Militant; provided, how- 
ever, that this act shall not become operative in any Grand Jurisdiction 
until adopted by the Grand Bodies thereof.’’ —Journal, pages 305, 334.

To the Sovereign Grand Lodge of the I. O. O. F.: 


A bill authorizing the formation and organization of Junior lodges of 
the Independent Order of Odd Fellows; providing a Code of Laws, Rules 
and Regulations, for the control and government of such lodges; and 
repealing Bills Nos. 9 and 10, enacted by this Grand Body at its session in 
1923, and found on pages 205 to 213, both inclusive, Journal of Proceedings, 
19238. 


Bett enacted by The Sovereign Grand Lodge, I. O. O. F.: 


SECTION 1. Under the jurisdiction and control of The Sovereign Grand 
Lodge of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows, the formation and organ- 
ization of Junior lodges is hereby authorized. All male persons of full 
white blood, who believe in a Supreme Being the Creator and Preserver of 
the Universe, are of good moral character, have attained the age of fourteen 
years, but have not arrived at the age of eighteen years, shall be eligible to 
membership, by initiation, therein. Members regularly initiated into such

Sec. 2. Grand Lodges in the several Jurisdictions, sad The Soverehes 
Grand Lodge in territory under its immediate Jurisdiction, and all Officers. 
of such Grand Bodies shall possess and have the same power in forming, 
organizing, and instituting Junior lodges, as said Bodies and Officers have 
over subordinate lodges of the Order; and such Grand Bodies may provide 
Boards of Control, or appoint District Deputy Grand Masters to mi 
in organizing, instituting and fostering such Junior lodges. 


CODE OF LAWS GOVERNING JUNIOR LODGES OF .THE 
INDEPENDENT ORDER OF ODD FELLOWS. 


ARTICLE I, 
Objects and Purposes. 


SECTION 1. The objects and purposes of Junior lodges of the Independent 
Order of Odd Fellows, are declared to be: 


(a) To develop a generous, helpful and fraternal relationship among 
the members and promote an understanding of the higher purposes of fe; 
a true knowledge of government and a genuine patriotic spirit. 


(b) To encourage physical and mental development and foster higher 
education among their members. 


ARTICLE II. 
Sovereign Grand Lodge Control.. 


SECTION 1. The Sovereign Grand Lodge shall have all power and 
control over the work, both written and unwritten, of Junior lodges and 
shall control the organization of such lodges, the same as it does that of 
subordinate lodges of the Order; determine customs and usages which 
appertain to Junior lodges and provide and establish lectures and other 
written work therefor; and have sole power to enact laws of general applica- 
tion to such lodges. 


SEc. 2. When the Grand Lodge of any Jurisdiction by proper resolu- 
tion, assumes the responsibility of fostering and supporting Junior lodges 
within its Jurisdiction, such Grand Lodge shall have and exercise the same 
power and control over the Junior lodge as it does over subordinate lodges; 
and all Junior lodges organized in Jurisdictions, under the immediate control 
of The Sovereign Grand Lodge, shall be controlled and supported by The 
Sovereign Grand Lodge. 


Sec. 8. When a Junior lodge has been instituted and the Grand Lodge 
of the Jurisdiction has not provided for a Board of Control or District 
Deputy Grand Master to assist in organizing, instituting and fostering 
such Junior lodge, the Grand Master of the Jurisdiction shall appoint a 
District Deputy Grand Master, and if the lodge is in territory under the 
immediate Jurisdiction of The Sovereign Grand Lodge, the Grand Sire 
shall appoint a District Deputy Grand Sire: as advisory officer for such 
Junior lodge; such Deputy Grand Master or District Deputy Grand Sire 
shall hold office at the pleasure of the office appointing him and he shall © 
assist the officers and active members of the Junior lodge in planning a 
program of activities; see that the laws governing Junior lodges are observed 
and do all in his power to increase interest and make effective the work of 
such Junior lodge. 
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ARTICLE III. 
Institution of Junior Lodges. 


SECTION 1. Junior lodges shall be instituted by authority of and 
directed by the Grand Lodges of the several Grand Jurisdictions and as 
provided by this Code and as directed by the Grand Sire, in Jurisdictions 
under the immediate control of The Sovereign Grand Lodge in the same way 
and with life authority, as subordinate lodges are now instituted. Active 
members of Junior lodges shall be designated as Junior Odd Fellows. No 
Junior lodge shall be instituted in the Jurisdiction of any Grand Lodge, 
until such Grand Lodge shall have adopted a resolution authorizing the 
establishment of Junior lodges within its Jurisdiction, and pledging itself 
to foster and support them. The Grand Sire, in territory under the 
immediate Jurisdiction of The Sovereign Grand Lodge and the Grand Master | 
in a Grand Lodge Jurisdiction shall be the instituting officer of Junior lodges, 
but such instituting officer may appoint any Past Grand in good standing to 
act for him. 
Sec. 2. No Junior lodge shall be chartered under the name of a living 
_ person, nor under the name of any county, state or province, other than 
that in which it is located. 


ARTICLE IV. 
Membership in Junior Lodges. 


SEcTION 1. All white males, of good moral character who have arrived 
at the age of fourteen years, but have not attained the age of eighteen 
years, and who believe in a Supreme Being, the Creator and Preserver of 
the Universe, shall be eligible to be admitted to membership in a Junior 
lodge by initiation; provided the laws of The Sovereign Grand Lodge and 
of the Grand Lodge of the Jurisdiction in which the application is presented, 
relating to and defining the residence of persons applying for membership 
in subordinate lodges, shall apply to Junior lodges; and provided further, 
that membership in Junior lodges shall be divided into the following classes: 


(a) Active Members. Those whose ages are between fourteen and 
eighteen years shall constitute the active membership. Active members 
- shall have the right to speak and vote on all matters coming before the lodge. 
3 (b) Graduate Members. Members who have been regularly admitted 
_and have attained the age of eighteen years, but have not yet been admitted 
to a subordinate lodge of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows, shall be 
known as graduate members. They shall have the right to speak on all 
- matters coming before the lodge but no right to vote. Inno case shall they 
== be recognized as active members after attaining the age of eighteen years; 
and their right to attend the meetings of the lodge as such graduate mem- 
bers is limited to one year from the time they become such. 

(c) Senior Brothers. Third degree members of the Independent Order 
of Odd Fellows in good standing who shall pay the required fee and be duly 
elected by ballot of the Junior lodge, and be obligated to an active support 
of the Junior lodge, shall constitute the senior membership and be known as 
Senior brothers. They shall have the right to speak on all matters coming 
before the lodge but no right to vote. 

(d) Honorary Mémbers. Any third degree member of the Independent 
Order of Odd Fellows, in good standing, may attend any session of a Junior 
lodge by invitation, and when so attending, shall be recognized as an honor- 
ary member for the occasion. He shall have no right to speak on matters 
coming before the lodge except by invitation or consent, and no right to 
vote. 

An official certificate showing payment of dues to a date not earlier 
than three months prior to the date of the visit shall be evidence of good 
standing. 
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Sec. 2. Membership of Senior Brothers ina J 
takes a withdrawal card from his subordinate lodge and deposits it in another - 


by the taking of such card. 


Sec. 3. Whenever a Senior brother is admitted, it shall be the aut 
of the Recorder of the Junior lodge to report his name to the Recording 


Secretary of the subordinate lodge to which the brother belongs; and it 
shall be the duty of the Recording Secretary thus notified, to inform the 


Recorder of such Junior lodge, without delay, of the dropping, suspension, 
reinstatement or withdrawal of such member. 


Sec. 4. In the initiation of a candidate in a Junior lodge, the ritualistic 
_ work provided by The Sovereign Grand Lodge must be adhered to; and 
no person except a member of a Junior lodge or a member in good standing 
of the third degree of a subordinate lodge shall witness such work. 


Sec. 5. A candidate must be initiated in the lodge in which he is 
elected unless a dispensation permitting the initiation in another lodge be 
granted by the Grand Sire in case of a Junior Lodge under the immediate 
jurisdiction of The Sovereign Grand Lodge or the Grand Master of the 
proper Jurisdiction in other cases. 

Sec. 6. A member of a Junior lodge suspended for non-payment of 
dues may be reinstated or may take a dismissal certificate in the manner 
provided by the General Laws of the Order. 


ARTICLE V. 
Officers of Junior Lodges—Their Duties. 


SEcTION 1. The officers of a Junior lodge shall be: Chief Ruler, Deputy 
Ruler, Recorder, Accountant, Treasurer, Warden, Conductor, Rakes Sen- 
tinel, ‘Inner Sentinel and Chaplain, and their duties shall be: 

(a) Chief Ruler. The Chief Ruler shall be the presiding and executive 


officer of his lodge. 
(b) Deputy Ruler. The Deputy Ruler shall be the first assistant to 


the Chief Ruler, and shall be the presiding and executive officer of the lodge | 


in the absence of the Chief Ruler. 

(c) Recorder. The Recorder shall keep a true and accurate record of 
all meetings and doings of the lodge. 

(d) Treasurer. The Treasurer shall receive from the Accountant and 
disburse all money and shall keep an accurate record thereof accounting 
to his lodge for the same, as may be provided in the by-laws. 

(e) Accountant. The Accountant shall keep the accounts between the 
lodge and members, receive all moneys due the lodge and pay the same to 
the Treasurer at the close of each regular meeting, perform all duties, and 
bear the same relation to the Junior lodge as the Financial Secretary bears 
to the subordinate lodge. 

(f) The Warden, Conductor, Outer Sentinel, Inner Sentinel and Chaplain 


shall perform such duties as may be prescribed by the ritual of the Junior 


lodge and the by-laws of the local Junior lodge. 


Sec. 2. Any active member in good standing is eligible to any office 
in the Junior lodge except Chief Ruler and Deputy Ruler. To be eligible 
to the office of Chief Ruler, a member must have served a term’as Deputy 
Ruler. To be eligible to the office of Deputy Ruler, a member must have 
served a term in some elective office or appointive office in the Junior lodge. 
But any active member, in good standing, may be elected as the first Chief 
Ruler or Deputy Ruler of a new or revived Junior lodge, or to fill a vacancy 
during the first term of such new or revived Junior lodge. Incase of vacancy 
in the office of Chief Ruler, or Deputy Ruler, if all qualified members present 
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lodge within a year, his membership in the Junior lodge shall not be affected We ee 
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ez refuse to accept such vacant office, the Junior lodge may elect an active 


-member in good standing thereto; provided, a dispensation for such purpose 

be obtained from the Grand Master. All terms of office shall be for six 
months or one year, as fixed by the constitution and by-laws of the Junior 
lodge, and shall begin and end on such dates as the Grand Lodges of the 
several Jurisdictions may respectively determine. In territory under the 
immediate jurisdiction of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, six months terms 
shall end with the last meeting night in June and December, and one year 
terms shall run concurrently with the calendar year. 


Sec. 3. Officers of Junior lodges must serve a majority of the meetings 
held in a term, and to the end of the term, in order to be entitled to the 
honors of the office. Officers elected or appointed to fill vacancies and 
serving to the end of the term, shall be entitled to the honors of the office. 


ARTICLE VI. 
Power of Junior Lodges. 


SECTION 1. Every Junior lodge chartered by the Grand Lodge or The 
Sovereign Grand Lodge, and instituted in conformity with the provisions 
of this Code, shall perform all enjoined duties, and have power: 


(a) To confer, as provided by the ritual, all Junior lodge degrees upon 
properly qualified and elected candidates. 

(b) To elect all elective officers and appoint all appointive officers, 
in the manner prescribed by the Grand Body to which it is subordinate and 
in accordance with its own by-laws. 

(c) To fix and establish such fees and dues, to be paid at such times 
and in such manner as its constitution and by-laws may provide, and to 
suspend from the rights and privileges of membership, those in arrears for 
one year’s dues. 

(d) To pay and disburse its funds for any of the declared purposes set 
forth under the head of ‘‘Objects and Purposes,’’ on a majority vote of the 
members present at any meeting. 

(e) To establish such rules of order and such by- laws, not inconsistent 
herewith or with the rules, usages and general regulations of the Order, as 
it may deem proper; subject however, to the approval of the Grand Body to 
which it is subordinate. 


ARTICLE VII. 
Chartering Junior Lodges. 


SEcTION 1. The Grand Lodges of the several Grand Jurisdictions and 
The Sovereign Grand Lodge in territory under its immediate jurisdiction 
are authorized to charter Junior lodges when proper application is made 
and all required fees paid; all charters shall be in the form prescribed and 
-upon blanks furnished by The Sovereign Grand Lodge. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
Meetings, Voting and Petitions. 


SECTION 1. Voting in Junior lodges upon petitions for membership or 
Treinstatement or the granting of withdrawal cards and upon sustaining 
charges or inflicting penalty after trial and conviction, shall be by ball 
ballot. 


SEc. 2. In electing officers or committeemen or delegates required to 
be chosen by election, the vote shall be by paper ballot, except that such 
election may be by acclamation, if there be but one candidate for the position 
to be filled. Voting in all other cases shall be viva voce. 


_SEC. 8. No petition for membership shall be received from a rejected 
applicant until after the expiration of six months from the date of rejection. 
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ARTICLE IX” 
Degrees, Returns and Leila ne of Charters. 


Section 1. The Junior lodge degrees shall be conferred by duly ee 
stituted Junior lodges only; provided however, when it may be necessary to 
induct applicants for a charter into membership, power to obligate and © 
instruct in the work is hereby vested in the Grand Sire in Jurisdictions _ 
under the immediate jurisdiction of The Sovereign Grand Lodge and in 
the Grand Lodges in Jurisdictions which have assumed the establishment 
of Junior lodges, and such power shall be exercised by and through the 
instituting officer. 


Sec. 2. All Junior lodges in Grand Jurisdictions shall make returns 
to the Grand Secretaries of their respective Jurisdictions, at the end of 
each term, containing such information as may be required by the Grand 
Secretary of The Sovereign Grand Lodge; all Junior lodges in territory 
under the immediate jurisdiction of The Sovereign Grand Lodge shall make > 
returns direct to him at the end of each term on blanks furnished by him. 

In Jurisdictions where the establishment of Junior lodges has been 
authorized and sponsored by the Grand Lodge, all necessary blanks shall 
be furnished all Junior lodges by the Grand Secretary of the Jurisdiction, | 
but all such blanks must be in the form and as prepared by the Grand Secre- 
tary of The Sovereign Grand Lodge. The charter of Junior lodges may be 
suspended for failure to make returns as provided in this section. 


Sec. 3. A Junior lodge shall consist of not less than ten active members - 
and no Junior lodge shall voluntarily surrender its charter or dissolve its 
organization as long as ten active members, in good standing, desire to 
maintain the charter and work under it; provided however, when a vote 
upon the surrender of a charter is to be taken, notice thereof shall be given 
to all active members and all Senior brothers of the cy eaet by mailing such 
notice to the last known address of each. 


ARTICLE X. 
Appeals and Trial Code. 


SECTION 1. All appeals from the decisions and actions of a Junior lodge, 
under the immediate jurisdiction of The Sovereign Grand Lodge, shall 
be to the Grand Sire whose decision shall be final until modified or reversed 
by The Sovereign Grand Lodge; in Jurisdictions where Grand Lodges have 
assumed the establishment of Junior lodges all appeals from decisions or 
actions of Junior lodges, shall be to the Grand Lodges of such Jurisdictions, 
and the decisions of such Grand Lodges shall be final, unless modified or 
reversed on appeal to The Sovereign Grand Lodge. 


Sec. 2. In all trials or proceedings in Junior lodges involving charges 
against any member and fixing punishment for any offense against the 
laws of the Order, all statutes, laws, customs and procedure providing for 
and governing trials and fixing punishment in subordinate lodges, shall 
apply with equal force in Junior lodges. 


ARTICLE XI, 
Receipts, Cards and Certificates. 


SECTION 1. All receipts, cards, certificates, application blanks and 
other forms shall be provided by The Sovereign Grand Lodge and of such 
form and design as may be determined by the Standing Committee of The 
Sovereign Grand Lodge on Printing Supplies; and such committee shall 
provide only such receipts, cards, certificates, application blanks and other 
forms as may be necessary to properly supply Junior lodges. 
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Authorized Regalia and J rues, 


oiee SECTION 1. The Grand Sire, the Grand Secretary of The Sovereign 
Grand Lodge and the Standing Committee on Printing Supplies shall 


, determine at once the kind, quality and design of regalia and jewels, to be 
% used by the officers and members of Junior lodges. Such jewels shall be 


' supplied by The Sovereign Grand Lodge only. 


FORMER LAWS REPEALED. 


SECTION 1. All legislation and enactments embraced in Bills Nos. 9 
and 10, passed by this’ Grand Body at its session in 1923, at Cincinnati, 
Ohio, and found on pages 204 to 218, both inclusive, JOURNAL OF PROCEEDINGS 
for 1923 volume, are hereby repealed.—Journal, pages 255, 266. 


AMENDMENTS, TO SECTIONS. 
SECTION 254. 


Be tt enacted by The Sovereign Grand Lodge, That Section 254 of the Code 
of General Laws which reads as follows: 


~ “Section 254. May Not be Used for What Purposes. No member of 
the Order and no association of members of the Order shall directly or 
indirectly use or sanction the use of any of the emblems, the name or any 
of the titles or mottoes of the Order as defined by this article, in any 
advertisement or public display of his private business or for any other 
purpose not authorized by some law of the Order, nor shall he use any of 
such emblems, the name of the Order or any branch thereof, or any of its 
titles, its mottoes or the initials thereof in the prosecution of any private 
business or enterprise; provided, the Odd Fellows’ Relief Association of 
Canada may still retain its name, but it shall not have thereby any other or 
further rights.”’

Past Grands and Past Chief Patriarchs shall have the right — 
to organize themselves into associations respectively, but no Past Grand’s 
Association or Past Chief Patriarch’s Association, shall have the right to 
entertain grievances or to legislate or enact regulations for guidance or © 
government of the subordinate bodies of the Order.”’ :

be amended by inserting therein after the words ‘‘Past Grands’’ the follow- 
ing, “‘Past Noble Grands ”’ and after the words ‘‘Past Grand’s Association”’ 
the following, ‘‘Past Noble Grand’s Association,’’ so that said section, 
when so amended, shall read as follows:

The subordinate 
bodies of the Order shall not have power or authority to hold their meetings 
alternately or otherwise at separate places or in separate towns, and no 
Grand Lodge or Grand Officer in vacation shall have authority to grant 
permission to a subordinate lodge to hold its meetings in such manner; 
provided, however, that where a Grand Encampments shall have divided its 
Jurisdiction into several territorial districts having but one subordinate 
encampment in each such district, such Grand Encampment shall be author- | 
ized to provide by legislation that a subordinate encampment may hold 
its meetings alternately or otherwise at separate places within the territorial 
district over which it may have jurisdiction.’’—Journal, pages 716, 821, 839. 
be amended by striking out all of that part referring to meetings of encamp- 
ment following the words, ‘‘provided, however,’’ and substituting in lieu 
thereof, the following: ‘‘That Grand Encampments may permit subordinate 
encampments to hold general or special meetings at neighboring places or 
towns within the jurisdiction of the local encampment.”’

SECTION 364. 
Be it enacted by The Sovereign Grand Lodge, I. O. O. F.: 


‘Section 364. Jurisdiction Over Subordinates. Grand Lodges and 
Grand Encampments shall have jurisdiction over the subordinate bodies,

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ak respectively, existing within the State, District, Territory, or Province for 


which they have been chartered, whether existing at the time such Grand 
Body was formed or subsequently organized, and no lodge or encampment 
situated in one State, District, Territory, or Province shall be made sub- 
ordinate to the Grand Lodge or Grand Encampment of another State, 
District, Territory or Province. 


“Provided, however, that when a subordinate lodge or encampment 
establishes to the satisfaction of the Grand Sire that convenience or 
necessity makes it proper for such subordinate lodge or encampment to be 
attached to a Grand Body situated in another State, District, Territory, 
or Province, then and in that event, the Grand Sire may attach the same to 
such Jurisdiction. Such steps shall not be taken without the consent of 
both Grand Jurisdictions concerned in the matter.’’—Journal, pages 327 
and 333. 


SECTION 254%. 


Be it enacted by The Sovereign Grand Lodge, That Section 254% of Code 
of General Laws of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows, reading as 
follows: 


“Section 254144. Unlawful Use. When in the judgment of a Grand 
Lodge it will be to the interests of all concerned to allow a subordinate lodge 
or lodges to organize a baseball, bowling, football, golf, or similar worthy 
athletic team, or league of such teams, or choral society, glee club, orchestra,. 
or like musical organization, composed entirely of members of the Order,. 


it may authorize the Grand Master, after satisfying himself that nothing 


will be done or attempted to reflect upon the good name of the Order or 
result in a violation of its laws, to grant dispensations permitting the use of 
the name of the Order for this purpose.”’

EDUCATIONAL FOUNDATION. 


Much has been said about the Educational Foundation, I. O. O. F., as 
authorized by The Sovereign Grand Lodge. The following will give some 
information as to its formation and the rules governing same. 


EDUCATIONAL FOUNDATION. 


Q. When was the Educational Foundation, I. O. O. F., authorized? 

A. The Educational Foundation, I. O. O. F., was authorized at the 
1927 session of The Sovereign Grand Lodge held in Hot Springs, Arkansas, 
by the adoption in that Body of Article XXII, Chapter 1, Code of General 
Laws Sovereign Grand Lodge. 


Q. -What is its purpose? 

A. Toassist sons and daughters of Odd Fellows (interpreted to include 
Rebekahs) in securing a higher education, especially the sons and daughters 
of deceased Odd Fellows. 


QO. How is the Foundation administered? 

A. The direct management of the Foundation is in the hands of a board 
of nine trustees, five from The Sovereign Grand Lodge and four from the 
Association of Rebekah Assemblies. The conduct of the board is subject 
to the approval of The Sovereign Grand Lodge. 
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Q. How are the sons and re BE Odd Fellows to be assisted 


A. The Board of Trustees of the Foundation is to obtain information _ 
and keep records of all foundations, loan funds, scholarships, endowments, a 
etc.,.in operation, so that should the sons and daughters of Odd Fellows. ae a 


apply to it for aid, and the Foundation not be in a position to render assist- 
ance from its own resources, they may be directed to other sources for the 
needed aid. The board is also to direct the accumulation of an “Educational 
Foundation Fund”’ for the Independent Order of Odd Fellows through gifts, 


donations, devises, bequests, etc., for the assistance of these sons and © 


daughters. 


Q. How are the funds so collected to be cared for? 


A. The funds and other property of the Foundation become the 
property of The Sovereign Grand Lodge to be turned over to the Treasurer 
of The Sovereign Grand Lodge and kept in a separate fund to be known as. 
the ‘‘Education Foundation Fund.’’ 


Q. How is the fund to be created? 

A. The fund is to be created by free-will contributions from organ- 
izations of the Order and individuals. The General Law provides that. 
organizations of the Order subordinate to The Sovereign Grand Lodge and 
The Sovereign Grand Lodge itself may contribute from any funds on hand 
or hereafter collected which may be available for such purposes under the 


laws of the Order. Also the trustees may receive and accept donations, | 
gifts, bequests and devises from any sources within or without the Order . 
that they may deem proper and wise which will not be contrary to the laws, ~ 


precepts and traditions of the Order. 


How may sons and daughters of Odd Fellows receive the aid of 


oh 
this ‘‘Education Foundation Fund’’? 

A. The following rules adopted by the Board of Trustees and approved 
by The Sovereign Grand Lodge at its 1928 session, govern the granting of 
loans from this Foundation. 


RULES. 


1. The funds of this Foundation shall be used in assisting worthy sons. 
and daughters of Odd Fellows properly and satisfactorily recommended 
by a subordinate or Rebekah Lodge, I. O. O. F., and desiring to complete 
their education with a view to becoming self-supporting. 


2. Loans from this Foundation shall not exceed in amount the sum of 
$300 to one applicant to cover one year of study or $1000 for four years of © 


study. The rate of interest shall be 5% per annum. 

3. A note must be given for the amount loaned, and must carry one 
endorsement beside the name of the applicant. 

4. Repayment of the principal and interest is expected to begin 3 
months after the beneficiary has graduated from school or has left school 
and to continue in regular monthly payments until obligation is cancelled. 

5. One wishing to apply for a loan shall write to the Secretary of the 
Board, stating fully and definitely plans for securing an education, the 
approximate cost of the same, and plans for meeting these expenses. 
Applicant shall state age, the name of the high school from which graduated 
or other school where education has been received, if not a high school 
graduate, and the amount of work done. 


6. The applicant shall name the subordinate or Rebekah lodge, I. O.- 


O. F., of which father or mother is a member and applications shall not be 
considered officially unless such reference is furnished. 

7. Applications for loans should be filed three months before loan is. 
needed and six months is better.

Our children are receiving musical training under a very capable 
instructor, and we are much pleased with our musical organizations. The 
Senior and Junior Bands and Girls Orchestra are doing splendid work. The 
Girls Glee Club, composed of 24 voices, recently organized, is to be com- 
mended on their excellent progress. They have appeared in public on 
several occasions. In addition to these groups we have five girls who will 
be proficient on the Piano. 


Our girls not only receive High School and Musical education, but 
receive a training in the fundamentals of household arts and management, 
that they may be competent workers, and happily adjusted socially. The 
boys are given instruction in Manual Arts at school and as much training 
as is possible around the Home. They assist in farm work and receive 
some knowledge in gardening and farming. A number of our boys are 
taking up athletics and are always in demand by the coach. 


All the children participate in both School and Church activities.

» -. work on the main building was pointed up and all the sash in which the glass 
were loose were puttied in. 


Hardwood floors were laid in the Intermediate Boys’ department and 
twenty-four beds were replaced with new ones. Hardwood floors were also 
- Jaid in the Primary Girls’ department. 


In the Sisters’ wing new tile floors were laid in the hall, toilet rooms 
and bath rooms. Composition floors were laid in the other rooms. ‘Toilet 
and bath rooms were equipped with new fixtures and marble partitions. All 
the rooms were redecorated. 


The toilet and bath room in each, the Senior Boys and Junior Boys 
department was completely rebuilt, new tile floors and new plumbing 
fixtures installed, making these rooms modern in every respect. 

New metal lockers were placed in the Intermediate and Junior Boys 
departments. 

Electric refrigeration was installed, including the following: The cold 
storage box in the basement, refrigerator in Nursery, new ice makers in 
Nursery, Kitchen and Hospital, new refrigerators in Kitchen and Hospital, 
also a new drinking fountain in the main hall. 

A new gas range and fifty gallon steam kettle were installed in the 
main kitchen. 

Of the above improvements we are indebted to our good Rebekah 
Sisters for the floors and plumbing in the Sisters’ wing, the electric refrigera- 
tion, the gas range and steam kettle.

There is one major repair which will have to be taken care of in the © 
near future. Our boilers are thirty-two years old. While they seem to be- 
in good shape, the inspector tells us that they won’t last long.

THE REPORT OF THEI. O. O. F. FARM 
March 1, 1929, to March 1, 1930 


This last year there were changes made in management and some 
improvements at the farm. On November Ist, 1929, we employed as fore- 
man Brother Wilbert Wilson who, in conjunction with the Ponte of Trustees, 
is making some changes in pandian the farm. 

There have been three plug horses sold and in their place have been 
placed four horses. No better ones can be found in central Ohio. 

Some sheep have been bought for the farm; also in our milk cows, we 
have sold the boarders and in their place put good producing cows. A 
change has been made in our hogs. 

We have bought and fed out the necessary cattle to supply the Home 
with beef needs. We have added about 400 chickens, which are producing 
eggs for the Home. 

We have done much tile ditching and clearing at the farm which was 
badly needed. There is more of this that later should be done so as to bring 
this farm.up to a high state of production.

To the Honorable Board of Trustees 
Of the Grand Lodge of Ohio, I. O. O. F.: 


I am pleased to submit this report for your approval, for advances have Es 2 


been made in the past year. 
These advances are characterized by a co-operation with the Superin- 


tendent, Matron, Nursing Staff in the Hospital and the Doctor, a complete — 


record system of all medical information of importance pertaining to all 
individuals in the Home, including a daily report to the Superintendent 
of all hospital cases, a complete change of mental aspect towards hospitaliza- 
tion, the actual accomplishments in our health program. 


Our record system is an alphabetically arranged file of histories of all 


residents of the Home, both old and young. All residents come first to the 
hospital, where they receive their first examination. This gives a line on 


the physical condition, whether or not an old resident is able to go to the . 
main building, whether he is able to go to the dining room and whether he is” 


able to do any work and what kind will be best suitedfor him. All residents 
should do some work if they are able, to keep fit and happy. Children are 
admitted and kept for ten days for a thorough physical examination and to 
await any contagion that might develop. This has been on several occasions 
a wise method. We never feel safe in relying upon the required entrance 
examination forwarded with the application for admission. All operative 
and preventive measures, such as tonsillectomies, toxin-anti-toxin vaccina- 


tions are recorded and filed with or on the initial records. At any time we | 


may refer back and see when and what was done for any individual. This 
meets with the approval of the State Board of Charities. Every morning 
a concise and thorough report of our hospital cases arid any change in con- 
dition is placed on the Superintendent’s desk by the nurse in charge. 


There is very little tendency toward refusal of aged residents in going 
to the Hospital any more. It is necessary to use little suasion and no force. 
They realize that they go there to rest up and get well under our care. We 
aim to make the care such as we would give our own parents. 


During the period from June 1, 1929, to April 1, 1980, three major 
operations have been performed with no deaths, 1,197 cases have been 


treated in our hospital clinic, 24 pairs of eyes have been refracted and cor- 


rected by our oculist, 114 emergency cases have been cared for, 7 fractures 
have been reduced with almost perfect results. We have had one case of 
scarlet fever of unknown origin, with no other cases in the Home. This‘boy 
was taken from a department in the first stages of the disease and so cared 
for that we had no other. We are justly proud of this. It proves that our 
nursing staff is efficient. There have been nine deaths among the aged and 
no children have died this year.

Constitution and By-laws: , 


CHAPTER I. a 
MEETINGS. 


SECTION 1. Regular Meetings.—Each Junior Lodge within this State 
shall hold at least two regular meetings in each month. The time of said 
meetings shall be prescribed in the By-Laws of each Junior Lodge, and it 
shall be opened in due form within fifteen minutes after the time so 
designated. 


Sec. 2. (a) Special Meetings.—Special Meetings may be held upon 
call by the Chief Ruler of his own volition. When requested, in writing, 
by Five members of the Lodge in good standing, the Chief Ruler shall call 
a special meeting. 

(b) A Lodge may not adjourn its regular meetings to a special date, 
but it may, by motion duly adopted, instruct the Chief Ruler to calla - 
special meeting for a purpose and on a date named in such motion. In 
Appaaone with such action the call shall be regularly issued by the Chief 

uler. 

(c) When a special meeting is ordered the Chief Ruler shall cause all 
resident members to be notified thereof, either verbally, in writing or by 
-. notice published in a newspaper circulating in the vicinity of the Lodge. 
The notice given shall state the object of the meeting and no other business 
shall be considered or.transacted at such meeting. 


Sec. 3. Presiding Officer in Absence of C. R. and D. R.—If, at any regular 
or special meeting, both the Chief Ruler and Deputy Ruler shall be absent 
the Junior Past Ruler present shall preside during the meeting, or until the 
arrival of one of the said officers. 


Sec. 4. Quorum.—Each Junior Lodge must designate by By-Law What 
number of members, not less than five, shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. No business shall be transacted, or degrees con- 
ferred, unless there shall be present a quorum of members in good standing. 
A quorum must vote to constitute a legal election of a candidate for member- 
ship, or to constitute a legal action by the Lodge upon any question before it. 


eke = Dern —Junior Lodges shall fix by By-Law, the ae of the 


week and the hour of the day on which the regular meetings of the Lodge 


shall be held, and may change the same only as other By-Laws may be 
changed. Should a Lodge change the day of its regular meeting, notice of 
such change must be sent to the Grand Secretary, at once. 


SEc. 6. Regalia.—Each officer and member of a Lodge Deenaine a 


session thereof shall wear the regalia suitable to his rank and station, as 


authorized by the Sovereign Grand Lodge; in default of proper regalia he 
shall not be permitted to take part in any discussion, or other business before 
the Lodge. 


CHAPTER II. 
MEMBERSHIP. 


Sec. 7. All white males, of good moral character who have arrived at 
the age of fourteen years, but have not attained the age of eighteen years, 
and who believe in a Supreme Being, the Creator and Preserver of the 


_ Universe, shall be eligible to be admitted to membership in a Junior Lodge 


by initiation; Provided the laws of the Grand Lodge of Ohio relating to and 
defining the residence of persons applying for membership in subordinate 


lodges, shall apply to Junior Lodges; and provided further, that membership 


in Junior Lodges shall be divided into the following classes: 


(a) Active Members.—Those whose ages are between fourteen and 
eighteen years, shall constitute the active membership. Active members 
shall have the right to speak and vote on all matters coming before the 
Lodge. 


(b) Graduate Members.—Members who have been regularly admitted 
and have attained the age of eighteen years, but have not yet been admitted 
to a subordinate Lodge of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows, shall be 
known as graduate members. They shall have the right to speak on all 
matters coming before the Lodge but no right to vote. In no case shall 
they be recognized as active members after attaining the age of eighteen 
years; and their right to attend the meetings of the Lodge as such graduate 
members is limited to one year from the time they become such. 


(c) Senior Brothers —Third degree members of the Independent Order 
of Odd Fellows in good standing who shall pay the required fee and be duly 
elected by ballot of the Junior Lodge, and be obligated to an active support 
of the Junior Lodge, shall constitute the senor membership and be known 
as the Senior Brothers. They shall have the right to speak on all matters 
coming before the Lodge, but no right to vote. 


(d) Honorary Members.—Any third degree member of the Independent 
Order of Odd Fellows, in good standing, may attend any session of a Junior 
Lodge by invitation, and when so attending, shall be recognized as honorary 
member for the occasion. Heshall haveno right to speak on matters coming 
before the Lodge except by invitation or consent, and no right to vote. 
An official receipt showing payment of dues to a date in advance of the date 
of the visit shall be evidence of good standing. 


Sec. 8. Membership of Senior Brothers in a Junior Lodge shall depend 
upon continuous membership in a subordinate lodge. If a Senior Brother 
takes a Withdrawal Card from his subordinate Lodge and deposits it in 
another Lodge within a year, his membership in the Junior Lodge shall not 
be affected by the taking of such card. 


Sec. 9. Whenever a Senior Brother is admitted, it shall be the duty of 
the Recorder of the Junior Lodge to report his name to the Recording 
Secretary of the subordinate lodge to which the brother belongs; and it 
shall be the duty of the Recording Secretary thus notified, to inform the 
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Recorder of such Junior Lodge, without brine) of the  aroppinsy sidoaae n. 
reinstatement or withdrawal of such member. i ry a 


Sec. 10. In the initiation of a candidate in a junior, the Rinianaens 
work provided by the Sovereign Grand Lodge must be adhered to; and'‘no 
person except a member of a Junior Lodge or a member in good standing of 
the third degree of a subordinate lodge shall witness such work. 


Sec. 11. A candidate must be initiated in the lodge in which he is 
elected unless a dispensation permitting the initiation in another lodge be 
granted by the Grand Master. 


SEc. 12. A member of a Junior Lodge suspended for non-payment of 
dues may be reinstated or may take a Dismissal Certificate in the manner 
provided by the General Laws of the Order. 


Sec. 138. The Petition for Membership.—All applications for member- 
ship, whether by initiation, on card, or by any form of certificate, shall be 
by petition duly signed by the applicant, in person, and by a member in 
good standing, of the Lodge in which the petition is presented, recommend- 
ing the applicant to membership. The petition shall be written, or printed, 
and be in general form as prescribed by the Sovereign Grand Lodge. 


Sec. 14. Receiving and Referring Petitions.—All petitions must be 
presented at a regular meeting of the Junior Lodge and be referred to a com- 
mittee of three members, other than the recommender, who shall investigate 
as to the health, habits, character and standing of the applicant, and report 
thereon at the next regular meeting, if practicable, unless the petition shall 
have been withdrawn by the recommender prior:to the filing of the report, 
and in no case shall this intervention of time, between the presentation of 
the petition and the report thereon, be dispensed with, except at the institu- 
tion of new Junior Lodges and then only by special dispensation issued by 
the Grand Master, or by his duly commissioned District Deputy Grand 
Master instituting the Junior Lodge. 


SEc. 15. Withdrawal of Petition —A petition for membership by initia- 
tion may be withdrawn from the Lodge by the recommender, prior to the 
report of the investigating committee, but can not be withdrawn, by consent 
of the Lodge or otherwise, after the report of the investigating committee 
shall have been read to the Lodge. An application for membership on card 
shall have the right to withdraw his application and demand the return of 
his card at any time prior to the signing of the constitution. 


Sec. 16. Report of the Committee and Action Thereon.—Upon the 
presentation to the Junior Lodge of the report of the investigating com- 
mittee, unless consideration thereof be postponed to a day certain, or said 
petition and report shall be recommitted for further investigation, the 
Chief Ruler, shall after having given the members opportunity, to speak on 
the report, at once, and without motion, direct that the applicant be 
‘ballotted for. In ballotting for an applicant, the ballot box, after having 
been prepared by the Warden under supervision of the Chief Ruler, shall 
be placed on a pedestal, stand or other suitable receptacle, in the center of 
the room, whereupon the Chief Ruler shall direct the members to vote 
promptly, and commencing with the first member on the right of the Chief 
Ruler, all those desiring to vote and entitled to vote, shall march in regular 
order around: and past the ballot box, deposit their ballots and, in regular 
order, return to their seats. 


(a) After the Chief Ruler shall have declared the ballot closed, the 
Warden shall convey the ballot box to the Deputy Ruler, who shall inspect 
the ballots cast, and if less than two black balls appear, shall immediately 

eport to the Lodge: ‘‘I find the ballot clear’; But if two or more black 
alls appear he shall report, ‘‘I find the ballot not clear.”’ 


(b) The Warden then shall convey the ballot box to the Chief Ruler 


_ who shall inspect the ballots cast and, if less than two black balls appear, 
shall immediately declare the applicant elected, but if two or more black’ 
balls appear the Chief Ruler shall immediately order another ballot to be 


taken forth-with without debate; and if upon such second ballot less than 


‘two black balls appear the applicant shall be declared elected, but if two 


or more black balls appear, the applicant shall be declared rejected. 
(c) When an applicant shall be rejected the money which accompanied 


his petition shall be returned to him through the Recorder of the Junior 
~ Lodge. 


(d) A petition of: a rejected applicant, shall not again he received by 
the same, or any other Junior Lodge, until the expiration of six months 
from the date of such rejection. 


Sec. 17. When Candidate May Be Initiated on the Night of His Election.— 
A candidate shall not be initiated at the meeting at which he is elected 
except by an affirmative vote of two-thirds of the members present, Pro- 
vided, however, that in the organization of new Junior Lodges applicants 
may be elected and initiated at the instituting session. 


CHAPTER III. 
FEES. 


Sec. 18. The fee for initiation shall not be less than Three Dollars, 
one-half of which fee must in all cases, accompany the petition, the balance 
to be paid on the night of and previous to initiation. One Dollar of all 
initiation fees shall be remitted to the Grand Secretary by the Accountant 
of the Junior Lodge, at the last meeting night in June and December of each 
year. 


Sec. 19. The fee for membership on Card or Dismissal Certificate 
shall be $1.00. ‘ 


SEC. 20. Forfeiture of Fee by Applicant.——If an applicant for member- 
ship who has been elected, shall fail to present himself for initiation within 
six months after date of his election, the fee deposited at the time of applying 
shall become the property of the Junior Lodge, and he shall forfeit his right 
of initiation, unless his failure to appear shall have been caused by some 
unavoidable occurrence acceptable to the Lodge. The Junior Lodge may, 
however, at its option, return to him all money he has deposited as a fee. 


Sec. 21. Fee for Cards.—Unless otherwise specifically provided a 
Junior Lodge may charge a fee not exceeding thirty cents for each card, 
which must be paid at the time of applying therefor. 


CHAPTER IV. 
DUES. 


Sec. 22. Dues Defined.—The dues of a Junior Lodge is the total amount 
of money legally required to be paid by the members. 


Sec. 23. When Dues to Accrue—All regular dues begin to accrue from 
the date of admission of a member. 


Sec. 24. Dues Payable in M oney.—All dues are payable in lawful money. 


Sec. 25. Minimum Dues and Time of Payment.—Each Active Member 
and Senior Brother shall pay into the Treasury of his Junior Lodge, through 
the channels provided by law, not less than One Dollar and 20 cents per 
annum, in such sums and at such times as he may elect. 
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SEc. 26. I ncrease and Decrease of Dues.—Junior Lodges shall have the 


right to increase or decrease the dues required to be paid by its members, 


‘in such manner and within such limits as may be prescribed by law, and 
when such increase or decrease becomes effective it shall apply to all Active 
and Senior Brothers alike, whether dues are paid in advance or not. “a € 


Sec. 27. Where Dues Are Payable.—Dues are payable at Junior Lodge 
meetings only, and the Accountant shall not be bound to receive dues out- 
side of the lodge room, but when he does so receive them the brother paying 
such dues shall have credit therefor from the date of the next succeeding © 
meeting. 


SEC. 28. Suspension of Members Does Not Subpent Dues.—A suspension 
of membership as a penalty for an offense shall not operate to suspend 
the payment of dues or assessments accruing or levied during the time of 
such suspension, but dues shall be regularly charged and must be paid the 
same as though no suspension existed. 


Sec. 29. Non-Payment of Dues ——A member in arrears for dues, in any 
sum whatever, but not under suspension, shall not be denied the right to 
be present at Junior Lodge meetings, but he shall not be eligible to any 
office, or entitled to vote or participate in any Junior Lodge business. A 
member shall not be expelled for non-payment of dues, but if he suffer himself 
to become in arrears for an amount equal to one year’s dues he may, after 
due notice of such arrearage, be dropped from membership. 


CHAPTER V. 
OFFICERS. 


Sec. 30. Elective Officers and Time of Election.—The elective officers 
of a Junior Lodge shall be: Chief Ruler, and Deputy Ruler, who shall be 
elected semi-annually, at the first regular meeting in June and December; 
Recorder, Accountant and Treasurer, who shall be elected annually at the 
first regular meeting in December. 


SEc. 31. Appointive Officers.—The appointive officers shall be Warden, 
Conductor, Chaplain, Outer Sentinel and Inner Sentinel, who shall be 
appointed by the Chief Ruler. 


Sec. 32. Nomination of Candidates for Elective Offices —The nomination 
of candidates for elective offices shall be made at either or both of the two 
regular meetings next preceding the election, or on the night of election if | 
no nomination had previously been made, or the Junior Lodge, by an affirma- 
tive vote of three-fourths of the members present and entitled to vote, 
decide, for the best interest of the Lodge to receive other nominations. 


Sec. 33. Conduct of Elections.—All elections shall be by ballot, and a 
majority of all votes cast shall be necessary to a choice. When there is 
. but one candidate or nominee for an office, the election may be by motion, 
authorizing the Recorder or some other member of the Lodge, to cast the 
vote of the Lodge for such candidate. A member shall not, at any election, 
be a candidate for more than one office. 


Sec. 34. Tie Vote.—In all elections, when the votes shall be equally 
divided between two candidates for the same office, for three successive 
ballotings, the choice shall be decided by lot by the Chief Ruler and Deputy 
Ruler or the officers acting as such, and in open lodge. If either of such | 
officers is one of the candidates, the Recorder shall act in his stead. 


Sec. 35. Installation.—All officers shall be installed into their respective 
offices during the months of January and July next succeeding their election 
or appointment, by the Grand Master, the District Deputy Grand Master 
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or the Chief Ruler. Provided, that in case of an election or appointment 
to fill a vacancy, the installation shall take place as soon thereafter as 
convenient and the Chief Ruler or a Past Ruler of the Junior Lodge may 


conduct such installation. 


Sec. 36. Officers Becoming Disqualified or Failing to A ppear.—When an 
officer-elect shall become ineligible, or shall fail to qualify, or shall decline 
to serve or shall fail to appear for installation at the proper time without 
having been excused by his Junior Lodge, the installing officer may declare 
the office vacant and order an immediate election to fill the ieee in 
such office, and install.into office the person so elected. 


SEc. 37. Vacancy Caused by Absence of Officer.—An elected or appointed 
officer who may absent himself from three successive regular meetings of 
the Junior Lodge, without having first obtained permission from the Lodge, 
shall thereby forfeit his office, unless excused by his lodge on account of 
sickness or unavoidable circumstances; provided, that before declaring 
such office vacant notice shall be served on said officer or mailed to him at 
his last known post office address, directing him to appear at the next regular 
meeting of the Junior Lodge to show cause for his absence. 


Sec. 38. Manner of Filling Vacancies.—Whenever a vacancy shall occur 
in any office, it shall be announced at the lodge by the Chief Ruler at a 
regular meeting, and in case of an elective office nominations therefor shall 
then be made, and at the next regular meeting thereafter an election shall 
be held to fill the vacancy, except as provided in Section 37; in event of a 
vacancy in an ery office the Chief Ruler shall immediately fill the 
same. 


Sec. 39. Terms of Service of Officers.—All officers, elected or appointed, 
whether for regular terms or to fill vacancies, shall continue to hold office 
and serve therein until their successors shall have been elected and installed. 


CHAPTER VI. 
QUALIFICATIONS AND DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 


Sec. 40. Any Active Member in good standing is eligible to any office 
in the Junior Lodge except Chief Ruler and Deputy Ruler. To be eligible 
to the office of Chief Ruler, a member must have served a term as Deputy 
Ruler. To be eligible to the office of Deputy Ruler, a member must have 
served a term in some elective or appointive office in the Junior Lodge. 
But any Active Member, in good standing, may be elected as the first 
Chief Ruler or Deputy Ruler of a new or revived Junior Lodge, or to fill a 
vacancy during the first term of such new or revived Junior Lodge. In 
case of a vacancy in the office of Chief Ruler, or Deputy Ruler, if all 
qualified members present refuse to accept such vacant office, the Junior 
Lodge may elect an Active Member in good standing thereto. Provided a 
dispensation for such purpose be obtained from the Grand Master. 


Sec. 41. Duties of Chief Ruler.—The duties of the Chief Ruler shall be: 


(a) To preside at all meetings of his lodge at which he may be present; 
to preserve strict order and decorum during the session and enforce the 
Constitution and Laws of the Order and the Junior Lodge. 

(b) To decide all questions of order subject to appeal, by two mem- 
bers, from his decision to the Junior Lodge. 

_ (ce) To cast the deciding vote on all questions on which there may be 
an equal division of members, except on election of pices and appeals 
from his decision.

(d) To supervise all balloting: to pePe ye Resneat oF esi on ss 
applications for membership, degrees or certificates, after the ballot shall le 
have been inspected by the Deputy Ruler, and announce the results thereof 
to the Lodge. Ps, 

(e) To promptly sign all orders on the Teese for payments of such.” 9 
sums of money, as may, from time to time, be authorized by the Junior 
Lodge, and such cards, certificates and other documents as may require 
his official signature to authenticate them. 

(f) To appoint, at the time of his installation, the officers as specified — 
in Section 31; also a standing committee of three members whose duty shall 
be to examine, and approve, or disapprove, all bills and claims against the 
Lodge. At the same time to appoint such other committees as the Con- 
stitution of the By-Laws or the Junior Lodge may require, and from time 
to time, to appoint special or other committees whose appointment is not 
otherwise provided for. 

(g) At the last regular meeting of his term to appoint a committee 
of three members to aduit the books and accounts of the officers having 
charge of lodge funds or disbursement thereof. 

(h) To do and perform such other duties, acts and offices as may be 
required of him in his official capacity. 


Sec. 42. Qualifications for Deputy Ruler.—The qualifications for the 
office of Deputy Ruler shall be as described in Section 40. 


Sec. 43. Duties of Deputy Ruler.—The duties of the Deputy Ruler - 
shall be: 

(a) To assist the Chief Ruler in the discharge of the duties of his 
office and to preside when the Chief Ruler is absent. 

(b) To inspect all ballots for membership, degrees and certificates 
and report thereon to the lodge. 

(c) To officiate at Lodge meetings according to the charge books, a 
and to do and perform such other offices as may be required by the Junior } 
Lodge or the laws, and usages and ceremonies of the Order. 


Sec. 44. Duties of Recorder.—The Recorder shall keep a true and 
accurate record of all meetings and doings of the lodge. 


Sec. 45. Duties of Treasurer.—The Treasurer shall receive from the 
Accountant and disburse all money and shall keep an accurate record thereof 
accounting to his lodge for the same, as may be provided in the by-laws. 


Sec. 46. Duties of Accountant.—The Accountant shall keep the accounts 
between the lodge and members, receive all moneys due the lodge and pay 
the same to the Treasurer at the close of each regular meeting, perform all 
duties, and bear the same relation to the Junior Lodge as the Financial 
Secretary bears to the subordinate lodge. 


Sec. 47. Duties of Appointive Officers.—The Warden, Conductor, Outer 
Sentinel, Inner Sentinel, Chaplain and all other appointive officers shall 
perform such duties as may be prescribed by the ritual of the Junior Lodge 
and the by-laws of the local Junior Lodge. 


CHAPTER VII. 
INSTITUTION OF JUNIOR LODGES, DEGREES, CHARTER FEES. 


Sec. 48. Junior Lodges shall be instituted by authority of and directed 
by the Grand Lodge, and as provided by this Code, and with life authority,. 
as subordinate lodges are now instituted. Active members of Junior Lodges. 
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a shall be designated as Junior Odd Fellows. The Grand Master shall be 
_. the instituting officer, but he may ee vuaze any District Deputy Grand 
Master to act for him. 


Sec. 49. No Junior Lodge shall be chartered under the name of a living 
person, nor under the name of any county, state or province, other than 
that in which it is located. 


Sec. 50. The Junior Lodge degrees shall be conferred by duly con- 
stituted Junior Lodges only; Provided, however, when it may be necessary 
to induct applicants for a charter into membership, power to obligate and 
instruct in the work is vested in the Grand Lodge, and such power shall be 
exercised by and through the instituting officer, 


Sec. 51. All Junior Lodges must make returns to the Grand Secretary 
at the end of each term, containing such information as may be required 
by the Grand Lodge; all necessary blanks shall be furnished all Junior 
Lodges by the Grand Secretary. The charter of Junior Lodges may be 
suspended for failure to make returns as provided in this section. 


Sec. 52. <A Junior Lodge shall consist of not less than ten Active Mem- 
bers and no Junior Lodge shall voluntarily surrender its charter or dissolve 
its organization as long as ten Active Members, in good standing, desire 
to maintain the charter and work under it; Provided, however, when a 
a vote upon the surrender of a charter is to be taken, notice thereof shall 
be given to all Active Members and all Senior Brothers of the Lodge, by 
mailing such notice to the last known address of each. 


Sec. 538. Charter Fee.—The charter fee for a Junior jw arihtks or resuscitated 
Junior Lodge shall be Twenty Dollars, which must accompany the petition, 
and for which the instituting of the lodge the Grand Lodge shall furnish the 
necessary Rituals and books. 


Sec. 54. Contingent Fund.—All Junior Lodges may by By-Law set 
apart any sum, not exceeding fifty per cent of its receipts from all sources 
as a Contingent Fund, which fund may be appropriated from time to time 
for purposes designed to advance the interest of the order and for which the 
General Fund may not be appropriated. 


Sec. 55. All appeals from the decisions and actions of a Junior Lodge 
shall be to the Grand Lodge and the decision of the Grand Lodge shall be 
final, unless modified or reversed on appeal to The Sovereign Grand Lodge. 


Sec. 56. In all trials or proceedings in Junior Lodges involving charges 
against any member and fixing punishment for any offense against the laws 
of the Order, all statutes, laws, customs and procedure providing for and 
governing trials and fixing punishment in subordinate lodges, shall apply 
with equal force in Junior Lodges. 


Sec. 57. Alterations and Amendments.—No alterations of, or amend- 
ments to, this Constitution, shall be made unless written notice thereof be 
given at an annual session of the Grand Lodge, and lie over for one year, 
unless, by consent of four-fifths of all members present in open session of 
the Grand Lodge, the operation of this Section shall be temporarily sus- 
pended, when this Constitution may be amended and perfected, and such 
action must be concurred in by the vote of two-thirds of the Representatives 
present, provided, that any changes may be enacted at any session to make 
these laws conform to the laws or decisions of the Sovereign Grand Lodge. 


Sec. 58. Time of Taking Effect.—This Constitution shall take effect 
and be in force from and after its adoption.

Section 1. On and after July first, 1930, the Budget Year for the 
_ Grand Lodge of Ohio, Independent Order of Odd Fellows, shall begin on 
the first day of July and.end on the thirtieth day of June, each year. 


SEC. 2. The items hereinafter set forth in this appropriation resolution 
are for the Budget Year which shall start on July first, 1930, and end on 
-June thirtieth, 1931. 


Sec. 3. The Officers and Representatives of the Grand Lodge of Ohio, 
Independent Order of Odd Fellows, are hereby authorized and directed to 
work to and with the provisions and schedules set forth in this appropriation 
resolution. 

Sec. 4. Whenever the cause for an appropriation as set forth in this 
resolution in any fund or section thereof no longer exists, the Trustees of the 
Grand Lodge of Ohio, Independent Order of Odd Fellows, may at a regular 
or at acalled meeting, by a majority affirmative vote, transfer part or all of 
said appropriation to any section of the same fund or to any other fund or 
section thereof. 

SEC. 5. Whenever any fund or section thereof as set forth in this 
appropriation resolution (except the Contingent Fund) becomes depleted, 
the Trustees of the Grand Lodge of Ohio, Independent Order of Odd Fellows, 
may make supplementary appropriations from the Contingent Fund for any 
fund or section thereof in this appropriation resolution, at a regular or at a 
called meeting, by a two-thirds affirmative vote.

In receiving this Jewel you are ever to remember that the preference of ~ 
this Grand Lodge has placed it upon you as having been its choice for a 
leader, and in full confidence that its purity will never be blemished. 

As we gaze upon its beauty, its perfectness in art, contour and structure, 
its purity of composition, as it shall lay upon your breast, it is but | 
emblematical of a consciousness you have within of having done your duty | 
and while in all its beauty, its perfectness, its purity might be stolen from , 
you, its intrinsic value is as nothing, but its worth to you is infinite, in that 
it is indicative of that perfect jewel of peace within your breast that the 
world cannot take away nor thieves break through and steal. 

And as you realize its wonderful significance it brings to you the beauti- 
ful memory of the many happy years of service rendered to mankind and to 
the uplift of humanity, and that when you stand before the Sovereign Grand 
Master of the Universe you will hear the welcome words, ‘‘Well done, thou 
good and faithful servant; enter thou into the joys of thy Lord.’’ 

Now as the mantle of authority, responsibility and service has fallen 
from your shoulders to mine, it is my constant and earnest prayer that I 
may be as worthy, as competent, as useful as my worthy predecessor.

Grand Master Watkins delivered the pO ie inaugural 
address: 


Past Grand Masters, Grand Lodge Officers, Representatives and Brothers: 


It is with deepest emotion that I attempt to address you upon this 
occasion. It is impossible for me to find words to express my sincere 
appreciation for the confidence and trust you have placed in me, and my 
constant prayer is that I may measure up in some small degree to, your 
anticipation. Save certain domestic incidents, this is the most solemn 
moment of my life, yet it is one of the happiest events for the little service 
I may be privileged to render. My life work has been service, mostly 
among young people, and I expect to enlist a number of young folks in my 
program for this year. 


ae 
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Odd Fellowship to me is a serious thing. My aim for many years has 
‘been to live for the principles of our Order and a principle that is worth 
living for is worth fighting for, and a thing that is worth fighting for is 
worth dying for, and as in times past I have given my services and my life 
if need be, to a no greater cause, in fact a most imposing principle of our 
Order, I can do so again. 

And now in assuming the duties you have so graciously and so affably 
bestowed upon me, all that I am, all that I have, I lay at the altar of your 
command, and to the work that is laid out for me every moment of my time, 
every ounce of my energy, is at your service. I realize my weakness and I 

desire to be only one of the least of you. 

“It shall be my purpose to serve you all, whether I be called great or 
whether I be called small.”’ 

“T would be a friend of all—the foe, the friendless; I would be giving 
and forget the gift.’’ 

“He that is greatest among you is he who serves most.’’ 

The pride that wells up within me as I stand before you in this most 
exalted position is almost consuming, but God forbid that I should boast in 
action, or in word, or in thought. My heart goes out to you ina great love 
and I earnestly solicit your forbearance as I shall do my best. 

Constructive criticism will be welcome at all times; any other I am not 
expecting, for it would only serve to hurt and wound me for a period, but its 
effects would be lasting upon our noble Order. 

The duties of the Grand Master are ministerial and judicial. It is not 
my purpose to make much ado of oratory; it would be to you as sounding 
brass and a tinkling cymbal. My motto shall be ‘‘Work.’’ What I say 
among you will soon be forgotten; what I do, my manner of going in and 
out among you, will make for my worth. You will remember my work, 
my acts of ministration, my loyalty rather than many words. 

_ The dignity of Odd Fellowship must be upheld at whatever cost. The 
principles of our Order are as eternal as the Heavens, and in the language 
of the poet, ‘‘they are so high you cannot get over them, they are so wide 
you cannot get around them, they are so deep you cannot get under them.”’ 

The problems that stand out before Odd Fellowship today are of such 
-a nature as to attract and hold the attention of every person who has the 
principles and welfare of our Order at heart. 

The principles as promulgated by our Order, and pioneer in many 
instances, are found actuating every important national and international 
activity today, thus being of deepest concern to each and every individual, 
to the end that the Brotherhood of man and the Fatherhood of God shall 
predominate, the golden rule shall be our guide, and universal justice shall 
prevail. 

Our Order in Ohio is now passing the one hundredth milestone on the 
great highway of its existence. One hundred years of service to mankind 
in which our liberties, our patriotism, our citizenship has been protected 
by its war against vice in all its forms: prejudice, hatred, envy, strife, 
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matics and all sorts of evil that beset man on his pathway of lif 
great effort to fraternize the world. ‘ 

And it is very fitting that we celebrate this centennial of, one « of 
most notable events in the history of the great State of Ohio, here in 
Queen City, the cradle of Odd Fellowship in this state, where on Decembe 


twenty-third, 1830, was instituted Ohio Lodge, No. 1. And it is very ‘meet — : 
that Brother Fitzpatrick, practically of Cincinnati, should preside at ae i 


historical Grand Lodge session. 


It also gives me great pleasure, hailing from ‘he pioneer city of Ohio ps 


and the great Northwest, that I should have the honor to be installed 
Grand Master upon the pioneer grounds of Odd Fellowship in the Buckeye © 
State a century later. Another incident serves to unite our beautiful city 
of Marietta with the great Cincinnatus of the West, is that the idea of a 
place of refuge for the unfortunate originated in Marietta in the mind of a 
young woman mission worker and thus established the first home for orphan 
children, and in due time eighteen Lodges of the Independent Order of Odd 
Fellows in and around Cincinnati took up the idea then known as the ‘‘Ohio 
Plan’’ and the result is our wonderful institution in the city of Springfield. 


PROGRAM. 


I shall now outline to you briefly my policy for the coming year. The 
program will be tentative, but with your co-operation I believe some good 
can be accomplished. It seems to me for me to start out alone failure will 
be the result. 

I am commissioning you as District Deputy Grand Masters, and as I do 
this by law, you do not consider it a mere form, and that you are severed 
from your relations to the Grand Master. You change this day from an 
independent legislator to a judicial officer executing the laws you have 
enacted. The functions of your new position are partly laid down by law. 
and partly under the supervision of the Grand Master. I am the superin- 
tendent, you are my principals, and I do not mean by that any claim to 
superiority, for I feel that I am not your peer and your advice and counsel 
will be needed. I feel a greater work cannot be placed upon the shoulders 
of any man, and when I behold the splendid personalities that have pre- 
ceded me, and this vast concourse of representative citizenship, is it any 
wonder that I am nonplussed? 

It has always been my endeavor to strive to obey those in authority 
over me, realizing that we must have some definite plan and keep well 
organized. It shall be my purpose with your co-operation to support as 
best I can the plan, and work out the objectives the Grand Sire has set 
forth and desires Grand Bodies to impress upon and assist Subordinate 
Bodies and their members. They are: 

1. A better and more complete understanding of the greatness and 
dignity of Odd Fellowship. » 

2. A more complete understanding of the history and purposes of Odd 
Fellowship. 
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--8. «The increase of fraternity in the Subordinate eee and of the 
- fraternal relationship between its members. 

4. The necessity that the Officers of the Subordinate Bodies should 
realize the honor and responsibility of the positions which they hold, and 
that they should fit themselves for the discharge of their duties and use 
every effort to advance all Branches of the Order in their communities. 

_ 5. The necessity of increasing the membership of Subordinate Bodies. 

6. Reducing the suspensions for Non-payment of Dues. 

7. The necessity of providing proper social activities for the members 
of Subordinate Bodies. 

It seems to me that this can best be accomplished by District Con- 
ferences with officers and members of Subordinate Lodges. I shall try to 
hold such a conference in each District in the state and it is my thought to 
invite the officers of each of the other Branches of the Order to participate 
‘in these conferences. 

An official bulletin will be issued at frequent intervals through the year 
and Deputies and Grand Lodge Officers will be depended upon to promote the 
‘suggestions therein conveyed. 

- We shall continue the plan given us a year ago by the Deputy Grand 
Sire that Brother Fitzpatrick has so successfully carried out during the past 
year. The plan was suggested for a trial period of two or three years. 
The plan will be outlined later. 

Let us continue with force the drive for the Bus Fund. To show to the 
people of Ohio this wonderful Home Band will certainly be an asset to Odd 
Fellowship.

We build accordingly and dig deep the foundation of our edifice. yes er? 
seek inspiration, guidance and direction. We realize how complex are the. 
problems given us to solve, how mysterious are the shadows falling athwart . 
our pathway of life, and how futile would be our endeavors were it not for — 
the indefinable hope that leads us on. But hope without endeavor cannot 
fulfill desire nor result in worth while accomplishment. 


An ideal program contemplates ultimate victory, efforts crowned with 
success and that success measured by the plumb-line of the Great Master 
builder. To this end we toil and grope and stumble and as the shadows 
grow darker we turn to Him in our weakness and cry out for strength to 
endure and for wisdom to direct our continued efforts and for understanding 
to enlighten the pathway of our journey.

They sensed the spirituality that is enshrined within the 
great principle that we hold dear. They patterned their lives after the 
matrix of Odd Fellowship. They caught the vision of the future haven, 
and the kinship of those here and those there, was made more manifest. 
Yes, they have passed on and remembrance alone remains. 


J. Rufus Miles, was born March 26, 1852, at Thornville, Ohio, and died 
at Piqua, January Ist, 1930. For many years before his death he was 
identified with the Independent Order of Odd Fellows, first as an active 
member and later rewarded for such activity by being proclaimed the 
Grand Master of the Ohio Grand Jurisdiction and Grand Representative to 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge. Brother Miles was beloved by all who knew 
him. He believed sincerely in Odd Fellowship, recognized its principles as 
fundamental and practically applied them to his own way of life and com- 
mended them as worthy of adoption by others. He was genial, compan- 
jonable, lovable. and fraternal, one of God’s own noblemen.

Mr. Toastmaster, Grand Sire and Past Grand Officers: 


As we surround this banquet table tonight in our annual reunion, it is 
right and proper that we pause awhile in our festivities to honor the memory 
of our absent Brothers. 

This evening I bring the flowers of love, sweet tokens of remembrance, 
and lay them upon the altar in memory of Past Grand Patriarch and Past 
Grand Trustee Alexander McBane, Past Grand Patriarch J. S. Recob, and 
Past Grand Patriarch and Past Grand Trustee W. D. Mudge, who have 
gone on just a little ways—just around the curve in the road, as it were, 
since last we met, and thus have passed three of the faithful ‘‘Old Guard’’ 
who were beloved by all and were regarded as earnest and devoted advocates 
of Odd Fellowship and will be missed in our annual sessions. 

Past Grand Patriarch Alexander McBane died at his home in East 
Liverpool, Sunday, July 7, 1929, at the age of 76 years, after a lingering 
illness of three years. He was a member of East Liverpool! Lodge and En- 
campment and always took an active part until illness prevented him from 
being present. He was elected Grand Patriarch of the Grand Encampment 
and served in that office in 1912 and 1913, and served as Grand Encampment 
Trustee for 14 years. 

Brother McBane was of Scotch ancestry and inherited ail the splendid 
virtues and sterling qualities with which these people are noted. He tooka 
deep interest in the welfare of the community in which he lived and held 
many positions of trust, but we knew him best in his fraternal life. His 


neighbors, his genial manners and hearty handshake made for him 1

Past Grand Patriarch J. S. Recob, died at his home near London, Ohio, a 
Sunday, October 6, 1929, after an extended illness covering several years. | 


and served in that office in 1922 and 1928. Previous to that he had repre- 
sented his Districts in the Grand Lodge and the Grand Encampment with ~ 
credit. Dr. Recob for a number of years praticed his profession of dental  _ 
surgery in his home city and was active in church and fraternal life. He 
was of a quiet and unassuming disposition, and those who knew him best. 
admired his sterling and lovable qualities, and in the language of the poet: 

‘*’Twas seldom that men heard him tell 

What dreams he’d woven in his plan; 


They only knew when care befell 
That he was every inch a man.”’ 


Prior, to being installed as Grand Patriarch, while assisting in some 
work on his farm, he met with a sérious accident that later was the direct 
cause of his death. The last year of his life was one of great suffering and 
when ‘‘God’s finger touched him and he slept,’’ it was a relief to his family 
and friends to know that his sufferings were over. Peace be to his noble 
soul. 

Past Grand Patriarch W. D. Mudge died at his home in Toledo, Ohio, 
on Tuesday, February 11, 1930, at the age of 70 years. Brother Mudge had 
been in declining health for some time, but only a few of his intimate friends 
knew of the seriousness of his condition, and his passing was a distinct 
shock to the Order throughout the State. 

Patriarch Mudge served as Grand Patriarch of the Grand Encampment 
in 1902 and 19038, and was elected Grand Encampment Trustee in 1906 and 
served in that office until his death. 

Dr. Mudge was a registered pharmacist and a member of the Ohio 
Pharmacists’ Association, and for a number of years owned and operated a 
drug store in Weston, Ohio. Later he moved to Toledo, where he was 
identified with a large wholesale novelty company for a paste of years, 
serving as its vice-president. 

It was my privilege to know and love Brother Mudge for more than 
a quarter of acentury. Ours was a friendship as strong as that of Jonathan 
and David, and this bond of friendship grew closer and stronger with the ~ 
passing of the years. His was a life of service to the Order he loved so well 
and we will miss his wise counsel, his activities, his friendship, his genial 
smile and his hearty greetings. Tonight.memory carries me back to the 
last session of the Grand Encampment at Akron. At the close of the meeting 
and we were each getting ready to leave for our homes, Brother Mudge 
came to my good wife and me with the tears coursing down his cheeks as he 
took us by the hands said: ‘‘'Good bye, good people; I hope we will meet 
again.’’ And as I watched his retreating form I wondered if it was to be

ENTERTAINMENT HELD IN EMERY AUDITORIUM. 


The entertainment held in the Emery Auditorium on Tuesday 
evening, June 17th, which was open to the public, was attended 
by several thousand members of the Order and friends. Grand 
Sire M. M. Logan was the speaker of the evening and his address 
was broadcast throughout the world. 


Fine music was rendered by an orchestra and a number of 
solos were rendered, which were enjoyed by the large audience. 
A short vaudeville program followed which was also enjoyed. 


Chairman Ed. Alexander introduced Grand Master Jas. M. 
Fitzpatrick, who made a few remarks and the Grand Master then 
in his pleasing way introduced the speaker of the evening, Hon. 
M. M. Logan, Grand Sire of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, who was 
enthusiastically received and spoke as follows: 


One hundred years ago Odd Fellowship was planted here—the first 
Lodge west of the Alleghenies. At that time the Order was new on this 
continent, but its principles were as old as the human soul. At that time 
there were 3,306 members in ail America; the Encampment Branch was 
not born until seven years later and the Rebekah Branch had not been 
thought of. The Patriarchs Militant Branch came into existence less than 
fifty years ago. 

We look back to that small beginning and are made to know that God 
has been good to our fraternity. Since the beginning of the century now 
completed nearly 6,000,000 men and 3,000,000 women have knelt at our 
altars and assumed our obligations, thus coming under the gentle influence 
of our teachings—teachings intended to do good to all and harm to none. 
More than 6,500,000 individual members, nearly 500,000 widowed families 
and thousands of orphaned children have been the recipients- of our bene- 

factions. They have received at our hands about $275,000,000 expended 
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Pays 
solely to aid them in the ate hours of their icine eat i 
that have come into the treasuries of our Lodges have excee 
$700,000,000. 

One hundred years ago the Order had not edtabliohaan a single h 
care of orphans and the aged, but now we have more than sevent: 
homes scattered throughout the land, of a money value greater than’ 
000,000, and an annual-maintenance cost that runs into the millions. Other bs 
property and invested funds amount in value to more than $125,000,000. 

The number of Subordinate Lodge members, in round numbers, is d 
1,725,000; of Rebekah Lodge members more than 1,000,000; of Encampment ~ 
members more than 300,000 and of Patriarch Militant members more than. 
31,000. This does not represent the number of individuals ir the world who 
bear the name ‘‘Odd Fellow.’’ The Manchester Unity Odd Fellows have 
more than 1,000,000 members, and the Grand United Order of Odd Fellows. 
has more than 600,000 members. The aggregate membership of the Inde- 
pendent Order of Odd Fellows and its sister fraternities of Odd Fellows is, 
in round numbers, 5,000,000. 

The Independent Order of Odd Fellows has one Sovereign Grand Lodge 
which is the supreme head of the Order, and under it are jurisdictions. 
throughout the world. Under its jurisdiction are nine Quasi-Independent: 
Grand Lodges, seventy Grand Lodges, 58 Grand Encampments, 56 Rebekah 
Assemblies, 34 Department Councils, 15,484 Subordinate Lodges, 10,312 
Rebekah Lodges, 3,561 Subordinate Encampments and 777 Cantons. 


The revenues collected to carry on the work of the fraternity approxi- 
mates $30,009,000 annually and not one cent of this vast sum is spent.for the _ 
private profit of any person. a 

We do not boast of these achievements, but recite them only to show . 
more minutely what has been accomplished since Odd Fellowship unfurled 
her pure, white banner in this queenly city one hundred years ago, and to- 
prove that Odd Fellowship in her humility is the greatest fraternal society 
in all the world. I do not want to be misunderstood. The other great 
fraternities have the same purity of purpose. They are doing well their 
part, but we alone have a world-wide brotherhood with one central govern- 
ing authority and a membership extending throughout the civilized world. 

Our past is glorious and well might we boast of what we have accom- 
plished, but Odd Fellows do not vaunt over what thev have done. It is the 
high aim of our Order to diffuse the principles and inculcate the practices of 
pure and holy charity that gives without vaunting, and to rejoice in the 
ability to succor and to save. 

Throughout the years Odd Fellows have been first to answer the cry of 
distress. To every call for aid it has, in full measure, responded. It has. 
borne its part in every great cause. When the need has arisen Odd Fellow- 
ship has been present with willing hands and hearts to alleviate all buses 
suffering. 

As evidence of its peculiar sentiments it has befriended the stricken, 
relieved the distress of the unfortunate, administered help to the needy, 
softened the sorrows of the heart broken, secured thousands from the. 
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“reluctant and methodical ohn ty of the world, provided for destitute widows, 
buried the dead, protected and educated orphans and, by daily deeds of 
love and friendship, has added greatly to the happiness of the world. These 
things but reflect the genuine principle which dwell in the hearts of our 
members. 

_ Silently and unobtrusively as the grass springs under our feet covering © 
the wide fields with a carpet of green, spontaneously and quietly members 
of our brotherhood go about seeking out the sick and the distressed, bring- 
ing gladness into many households and new life and thankfulness into many 
despairing hearts. 

The strength of our fraternity has always been the foundation on which 
it is built—the Fatherhood of God and the Brotherhood of man. These 
form the basis upon which Odd Fellowship must rest now and forever. 
Our duty to God and our obligations to our fellows are things we must not 
forget if we would be Odd Fellows. 

‘The things we do to make the world better are but evidences of what 
is in the heart. A man may be a member of a lodge, but he cannot be an 
Odd Fellow unless his friendships are loyal, his love sincere and his mind a 
treasure house of truth. 

We have grown during the last one hundred years becatise of what we 
teach and practice, but that is not alone the reason for our giant strides in 
the paths of righteousness. Odd Fellowship can only grow where there is 
freedom and democracy. We have been fortunate in our environments, and 
yet no human society can live one hundred years unless it also serves. The 
opportunities for service are alike open to every member because we 
recognize no class distinctions. We are divided by no creed, party or sect. 
In the attributes of the soul we are all equal. 

While we have ever striven to improve and elevate the character of 


man, still we believe in a higher destiny. 


We believe: 


“Tt cannot be that earth is man’s only abiding place. It cannot be 
that our life is a mere bubble cast up by eternity to float a moment 
on its waves and then sink into nothingness. Else why is it that the 
glorious aspirations which leap like angels from the temple of our 
hearts are forever wandering unsatisfied? Why is it that all the stars 
that hold their festival around the midnight throne are set above the 
grasp of our limited faculties forever mocking us with their unapproach- 
able glory? And finally, why is it that bright forms of human beauty 
presented to our view are taken from us, leaving the thousand streams 
of our affections to flow back in Alpine torrents upon our hearts? There 
is a realm where the rainbow never fades; where the stars will be spread 
out before us like islands that slumber in the ocean; and where the 
beautiful beings which now pass Dente us like shadows will stay in our 
presence forever.’ 


We are now standing at the dawn of a new day. Another century lies 
out before us, and as we walk the aisles of times down the vista of the years, 
may we draw inspiration from the great deeds and noble living of those who 
guided the destinies of our fraternity through the years of the century 
now gone. We are living in a new world and we are confronted by new 
problems but the same unselfish principles that have guided us in the past 


will continue to guide us in the years yet to come. We have work to do.

Rev. Thos. Lasley, Grand Chaplain, delivered the following : 
Memorial Address: 


TEXT—I Thessalonians 4:13.—I would not have you to be ignorant, brethren, 
concerning them which are asleep. 


My BrotHEers, MY FRIENDS:—We have now come to a most sacred and 
solemn part of our Grand Lodge program. We turn away for a brief hour, 
from the pressing duties before us, that we may call to memory the ‘‘Loved 
ones gone before.’’ 


It is eminently fitting that we should do this, both that we may pay our 
tribute of esteem and affection to the memory of these departed ones, and 
that we ourselves may be reminded that ‘‘Swift to its close ebbs out life’s 
little day,’’ and that our work will soon be done. Our loss would seem 
irreparable were it a permanent one, but we steadfastly rejoice in the faith 
that their going has enriched the ranks of the faithful ones gone on before, 
and that it anticipates our own entrance into the land of the unclouded day. 


The thoughts of this hour are of those who once met with us in our 
Grand and Subordinate Lodges, who held places of responsibility and leader- 
ship in our great Brotherhood, and who humbly and faithfully worked untir- 
ingly, that the knowledge of the principles of our great fraternity might not 
be dimmed, but shine more resplendently in the world. They were able to 
live courageously because they were not afraid to die. How incessantly 
doth death war against us! The earnest, the active, as well as the aged 
are taken away. Those most affectionate in heart, those most exemplary 
in character and life, are cut down, oftimes in the midst of their labors, 
and Brethren are left behind who need them more than tongue can tell. 
Whither can we fly to escape thee, O death! Thou art a subtle enemy, 
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who with Sisto footfall follies close behind us when tee we think of | 
= thee. As sure as sets the sun and the midnight stars shine} or as the waves 


sink back into the bosom of the sea, so must all of us, early or late, come to 


our end and disappear from earth to be known no more among men forever. 


And man, even from his earliest days, has longed again and again, 
that he might know something of that bourne from which traveler returneth 
not. We have turned to the ever open and ever inviting book of nature, 
and have tried here to read of the secrets of the future. Man has marked 
the passing of the seasons, just as today we stand, with the glories of nature 
just awakening about us. We behold the Spring, with its bird-song and its 
blossoms. We look forward to the Summer, with its full bloom and 
abundance. But, Alas! There comes the Autumn, with its chill and its 
fading leaf, and all too soon nature sleeps again. 


The poet, with beautiful imagination and hopeful word, has sought 
again and again to turn the mind and heart away from the grim visage. 
- But only when men can turn in faith to the Holy Word, do we find that which 
can answer our many questions and comfort our troubled hearts. And 
there is great interest and profit in noting how the Word regards death. 
Sometimes it is likened to a journey. Israel, long in bondage, finally was 
led by the hand divine out of slavery into a land of plenty. And how the 
Word loves to dwell upon this thing. There is the uplifted eye, the longing 
heart, the hoping for the ‘‘Better country,’’ all through its sacred pages. 
So of these gone on before we say today: 


“We cannot say, and we will not say, that they are dead, they are just 
away. 


With a cheery smile and a wave of the hand, they have wandered on to 
an unknown land.’’ 


Then, the thougnt of a time of reward, of a great ‘‘Pay Day,’’ when the 
faithful laborer stands before the great Judge to ‘‘Receive according to the 
deeds done.’’ Over and over the thought finds place here in the Holy Word. 
Men, it pays to live right. Measure it as we will, for little time or for 
limitless eternity, ‘‘Godliness is profitable.’’ And these who have gone on 
before us, have but outrun us in the goodly race. When we practice the 
virtues taught by our order, when we serve God, our Country, our Lodge 
and our fellow men with freedom, and fervency and zeal; when we practice 
to the best of our abilities the great principles enshrined, engemmed on our 
Three Link standard, when Friendship, Love and Truth become a part of 
our very being, when temperance, fortitude, prudence and justice have 
become to us something more than words with fine meaning; when we live 
as we hope to die, exemplifying day by day in our lives the beautiful lessons 
so vividly and forcefully taught in the ritualism of our Lodge, then we need 
not fear to stand at the last accounting. 


“We are too stupid about death. We will not learn sort afte 
How it is wages paid to those who earn. apy ee, A ae 
How it is the gift for which on earth we yearn, eat 

To be set free from bondage to the flesh; 
How it is turning seed-corn into grain, 
How it is winning Heaven’s eternal gain, 
How it means freedom evermore from pain, 
How it untangles every mortal mesh. 


We are so selfish about death. We count our grief 
Far more than we consider their relief, 
Whom the Great Reaper gathers as the sheaf, | 

No more to know the season’s constant change; 
And we forget that it means only life, 
Life with all joy, peace, rest and glory rife, 
The victory won, and ended all the strife, 

And Heaven no longer far away an strange. 


Here in our text, the Sacred writer suggests that which possibly is the 
most frequent, and doubtless by far the most consoling of all the figures of 
death. ‘‘Them which are asleep.’’ Turn back here to the records of the ~ 
Kings and Patriarchs of long ago, and over and over we are told, ‘‘They fell 
on sleep.’”’ ‘‘He died, ‘‘And slept with his fathers.’’ ‘‘Our friend Lazarus 
sleepeth.’’ What then is sleep? 

First, it is rest. When men have toiled, whether with hand, or head, ; 
or heart, when the shadows begin to lengthen and the night draws near, 
man seeks rest, repose, sleep. That great French statesman and honored 
leader, whose passing has recently been marked by the whole world said, 
“*To me, death is an untroubled dreamless sleep.’’ Duties are done; troubles 
are passed; shadows lengthen, then, Sleep/ 


‘Beautiful life is that whose span 
Is spent in duty to God and man. 
Beautiful calm when the course is run; 
Beautiful twilight at set of sun; 
Beautiful death with a life well done.”’ 


Second, it is temporary suspension. Man sinks to sleep, always with 
the hope of awaking. The night may be long; storms may beat and tempests 
roar. But after the night, the day; after sleep, the awakening. And here, 
in this sacred Book before us, the promise, and the assurance, and the path, 
of that awakening, are all vividly and beautifully foretold. « 

Third, refreshment. Weary with his toil, man falls asleep. But after 
sleep, comes refreshment. Our Brothers were tired and worn when they — 
left us. On the faces and forms of some were the indellible marks of the 
passing years. And as we turn to the records of our great brotherhood, 
we tead there of the host who have gone on. During the year just passed 
the ‘‘silent procession’’ has been a notable one. Of these 641 have been 
Past Grands. Men, good and true, who have sat in the highest chair in the 
Lodge-room, guiding the destinies of our brotherhood. Of Past Grand 
Masters there have been two; honored were they, with the highest place in 
the gift of our state brotherhood. Of Past Grand Chaplains, two. Loval 
men, with the fear of God and the love of their brethren in their hearts, 
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men who have borne the burden and the heat of the day, a host indeed. 
Many the new-made graves; many the saddened hearts today. But, though 
the weight of years was upon them, though the enemy seems for a day to 
have conquered, these have gone to sleep in the hope of a fairer day; of a 
land indeed, Cs de the setting sun, where age and pain and parting are no 
more. 

A beautiful story is told of a great English preacher, and his friend. 
Mark Guy Pearse gave much time and attention to visiting and comforting 


the poor and sorrowing, and especially the bed-ridden, around St. James’ 


Hall, Piccadilly, and in this work he was remarkably successful. One day 


Dr. J. H. Jowett, his friend, was talking with him in regard to his success 


and he said to him, ‘‘How do you do it, Pearse, what do you say to them?” 
and Dr. Pearse answered, ‘‘Oh, sometimes I say nothing, I just draw a 
little sketch for them to look at day by day.’’ Naturally, Dr. Jowett 


wanted to know what that sketch might be. Taking a half sheet of note 


paper, Dr. Pearse began, hastily but skillfully to work. After a while he 
handed his friend the paper. Upon it was a striking picture of a late Decem- 
ber afternoon, dark o’erclouded and desolate. The fields were bare, there 
was a lonely valley with naked trees, deep shadows and gloomy. In the 
midst of this sombre scene of desolation a solitary rook, with slow and 


weary flight, was winging its way to its nightly resting place. Underneath 


the picture Dr. Pearse had written, ‘‘Going Home.’’ 

My Brothers, for you and for me, as for these loved ones whose memory 
we hold dear in this solemn hour, life’s December will come. The fields 
will grow barren, the trees will drop their leaves. Yes, the storm clouds 
will gather and the shadows will lengthen, but if we have been true, if we 
have really lived in the day, when the evening darkness begins to gather, 
we're “‘Going Home.”’ 


‘‘Sunset and evening star, 

And one clear call to me! 

And may there be no moaning of the bar, 
When I put out to sea. 

But such a tide as moving, 
Seems asleep, too full for sound or foam, 

When that which drew from out the boundless deep, 
Turns again home. 


Twilight and evening bell, 
And after that—the dark! 
And may there be no sadness of farewell 
When I embark. 
For tho’ from out our bourne of time and place, 
The flood may bear me far, 
I hope to see my pilot face to face, 
When I have crossed the bar.”’
